DUNNE SIDESTEPS 
. TO SAVE HIMSELF 


Paramount Issue His Re-elec- 
tion and Not the Defeat 
of the Street Car Or- 
dinances, 


HARD JOLT FOR RADICALS 


Pleads at Banquet of the Jeffer- 
son Club for Support from 
Friends of Car Meas- 
ures. 


Mayor Dunne made his side for * harmo- 
ny ” in the democratic party at the harmony 
banquet of the Jefferson club last even- 
ing at its Randolph street rooms. He 
practically eaid he was willing to get 
votes wherever he could, and it made no dif- 
ference whether the voter agreed with what 
he calls “‘ my principles ” or not. 

Opposition to the traction ordinances as 
“the paramount issue " was abandoned and 
the argument made that a man could favor 
the ordinances and still vote for Dunne. He 
would advise them to vote against the ordi- 
nances, but if they insisted on supporting 
them that was no reason why they could not 
at the same time support him. 

“ Vote against the ordinances if you can, 
vote against them if you must, but vote for 
me, anyhow,” was the meaning of the only 
distinctly new thing he said, and which can 
rightly be called the keynote of what had 
been advertised as the “ keynote speech ”’ of 
his campaign. 


Harmony of a Strained Kind. 

As for the harmony which was expected to 
be developed at the banquet, it was not neces- 
Sary to open the windows to allow any of it 
to escape. Two speakers were introduced as 
representing ex-Mayor, Harrison, but each 
one refused to take the responsibility and said 
he spoke only for himself. Each done said he 
would vote for Mayor Dunne because he was 
the “regular nominee,’ but would vote for 
the ordinances denounced by the platform on 
which he was running. The ‘ keynote ” sen- 
tence in the mayor's speech they accepted as 
satisfactory. ’ 

In this speech the mayor made the argu- 
ment that, through his devotion to the cause 
of the referendum, the question of whether 
the ordinances were to be ratified is now up 
tothe people. It is for them to decide whether 
they want the ordinances or not, and the 
election of a mayor has nothing to do with it. 
He would advise them to defeat the ordi- 
nances, but if they elect him and at the same 
time ratify the ordinances he would plédge 
himself to carry out their provisions impar- 
tially. He made this pledge as part of a eu- 
logy of the referendum. 


Cold Comfort for Radicals. 

But the radicals who compose the Jefferson 
club, and who heretofore had hailed with, 
noisy applause all references to the réter- 
endum, refused to show enthusiasm. A ref- 
ereadum which ié likely to make legal the 
ordinances for a traction company was not 
the kind of a referendum they wanted. They 
always had regarded a referendum as a 
thing to defeat traction ordinances with, 
and the mere suggestion that perhaps this 
one might work differently, and the knowl- 
edge that their candidate for mayor had 
pledged himself to obey it if it were adopted, 
was not the kind of oratory they had been 
accustomed to, and they did not like it. 

They regarded it as a desertion of the old 
cry of opposition to any kind of a public 
utility ordinance, and the applause which 
followed was hardly perceptible. Robert 
Redfield and Colin C. H. Fyffe, the most 
prominent Harrison men present, applauded, 
as did E. H. Roche and a few others of the 
mayor's personal friends, but the member- 
ship of the club was ominously silent. 

In fact, the speech was coldly received 
throughout. There was not ginger enough 
in it to suit that audience. The only sen- 
tence which was received heartily was a 
few words of praise for the school board, 
which was greeted loudly by the many ad- 
mirers of Louis F. Post present. .

He introduced Mr. ®edfield asa 
‘*‘ substitute " for ex-Mayor Harrison, and 
Mr. Redfield promptly replied he was “ not 
a substitute for anybody,’ and spoke only 
for himself.

After that the 
toa#tmaster gave up as a bad job his plan 
of having some Harrison man grow enthusi- 
astic over the candidate. for mayor. 

The other speakers, 8S. S. Gregory, Ald, 
William E. Dever, and Dr. Howard 8. xaylor, . 
were enthustastic enough over both candi- 
date and platform to suit anybody, and 
arouseaé enthusiasm among their auditors 
in consequence The trouble, however, was 
that a good half of the banqueters‘had gone 
home by the time these speakers got the 
floor and their audience was limited. 


Makes His Audience Yawn, 

The mayor devoted the first half of his 
speech to telling What a good official he had 
made, and his auditors yawned. They were 
not interested in that. He did not say a word 
in denunciation of the man who might hap, 
pen to have $100 in the bank, which would 
have been more to the point, according to 
their notion of highly seasoned oratory. Then 
he caused them all to sit up and take notice 
when he said the fate of the traction ordi- 
nances did not hinge on the question of who 
is elected mayor. This was the special thing 
not to their way of thinking. 

At the finish, however, the mayor got s 
round of applause. He promised his hearers 
that if the people refused to ratify the ordl- 
nances and he were reélected he would pro- 
eure possession of the street car properties 
in six months by condemnation proceedings. 
This sounded like the old promises of imme- 
diate municipal ownership of two years ago 
and was well received. His plan was to get 
a decigion in the lower courts, raise the nec- 
essary millions and pay them to the compa- 
nies, who could take an appeal if they wanted 
to, and he asserted it could all be done within 


the half year. 


Tells of His Achievements.

General Inferiority to Men 
“Proved” by English Writer. 


FUNCTION IS ORNAMENTAL. 


Sex.a.Negligible Quantity in Nation’s 
Intellectual Life He Says. 


[BY CABLE TO THE CHICAGO TRIBUN2.] 

LONDON. March 9.—“*The American Wom- 
an’’ is the title of an article given a promi- 
nent place in the current number of the Na- 
tion. 

**In nothing,’ declares the writer, ‘‘is there 
exhibited a more general failure to realize 
the underlying facts of the situation than in 
the general estimate of the place and influ- 
ence of the American woman in her own 
country.” 

Neither the American woman nor 
American man has any mystery for 
writer, who goes on: ; 

“European visitors toAmerica use language 
which suggests the woman there is a distinct- 
ly superior human species to the man—su- 
perior not only in grace and physical attrac- 
tiveness but in character, intelligence, and 
individuality. The complacency with which 
the American man will accept and indorse 
this testimony to his inferiority is accepted as 
conclusive confirmation.”’ 


Says This Is a Fallacy. 

This is the fallacy which the writer of the 
article proceeds to explode. The apparent 
domination of American society by the Amer- 
ican woman is explained. by looking “to 


the 
the 


mecessarily attained a large measure of in- 
dependence, together with special considera- 
tions due to her scarcity. When this primi- 
tive condition had given place to life in the 
modern industrial city with the swift emer- 
gence by the new rich class the women had 
not time to lose all the transmitted energy 
amd personal efficiency of the earlier woman- 
hood. 

The first need of the industrial male con- 
queror is to display financial power through 
ostentatious waste and conspicuous leisure, 
but natural inclination and habit prevent him 
from performing these rites in his own per- 
son, so his wife and daughters become apt in- 
struments of the vicarious expenditure of 
time and money that attest his economic 
prowess and they carry into this career the 
energy, confidence, and resourcefulness of 
backwoodsman granddaughters. 


Her Only Way of Relief. 


‘Everything in recent circumstances of 
America’s life tends to make of woman her 
social activities and ways of going on the 
single relief element for the strenuous life 
of the pioneer turned ‘ hustler.’ "” 

The writer admits it really is not as simple 
as this sounds, “ for there are other features 
affecting directly the sex relation.” He pro- 
ceeds to examine one of these in a passage 
full of possibilities for controversy. 

“Some cause, possibly climatic,’’ he says, 
“has certainly reduced the intensity of sex 
emotion. This, of course, is a suggestion in- 
capable of proof, but the few who have studied 
closely the conventional bearing of American 
men and women towards one another will 
doubt it. The freedom of association be- 
tween young men and women attests it, pos- 
sibly induces or assists it, though it wou!d, 
perhaps, be too much to say that sex emotion 
has faded into sentimental interest; but the 
change is something in this nature. 

Woman’s Mind Not Superior. 

“That she owes any intellectual superiori- 
ty over the male of her kind cannot be con- 
ceded, for no such superiority exists. She 
reads more and talks mrore because that be- 
longs to her decorative function. The thought 
of America owes little to her, though she 
long enjoyed ampler opportunities for edu- 
cation than the other sex. P 

“ Almost all the best brain work in Amer- 
ica, even in the fields where women are most 
occupied, is done by men, nor are the women 
the best talkers, though the business man’s 
life gleans from her books and women’s clubs 
a larger assortment of ideas, which she han- 
dles with more skill and freedom than are 
common in the English drawing room. 
Women, in a word, are the “show " in suc-

They Were Used.in Printing This 


Issue of ‘‘The Tribune.”’ 


100 PAGES ALMOST A RECORD 


Army of Workers on Jamp to Produce 
News for Breakfast Table. 


Two hundred and fifty-eight tons of paper 
and three tons of ink were used in printing 
this issue of THE TRIBUNE—300,000 copies of 
a 100 page paper, each weighing a trifle under 
two pounds. 

in point of size this issue has been sur- 
passed but once in THE TRIBUNE'S history, 
and@ that was on Oct. 7 last, when a paper of. 
104 pages was issued. 

If the 700 columns were filled with read- 
ing matter they would contain over 1,000,000 
words. An expert printer would have to work 
steadily at his Hnotype machine for almost 
four months to put this amount of matter In 
type. Under the old style of hand composi- 
tion he would work one year and three 
months. These figures do not include the 
correction of errors or the reading of proofs. 


Army: of Workers Required. 

Exclusive of editors, reporters, printers, 
stereotypers, and the hundreds of others who 
aided in making this great paper possible, it 
took 245’employés of THE TRIBUNE to pro- 
duce and distribute it. Of these @fty were 
employed in the pressroom, 125 in the mailing 
room, and seventy wagon men were needed 
to carry the papers to the seventy outgoing 
trains, as well as the 4,000 wholesale dealers 


in Chicago. 

To make this paper possible the six double 
sextuple presses in the basement of The 
Trihune building started running yesterday 
morning, and in the four hours then in op- 
eration printed several of the ten sec- 
tions into which the paper is divided. 
This, however, was but preliminary, for the 
real work of the presses began at 5 o'clock 
last evening and was not ended until 4 
o’clock this morning. What this means may 
be demonstrated when it is stated that in 
one revolution these presses turn out ninety- 
six printed pages and in one heur one of 
them will print 150,000 eight page papers. 


Mailing Papers Immense Task. 

The paper printed, the work of the man in 
the mailing room begins.” There are, of 
course, thousands of single papers that must 
be wrapped and individually addressed, but 
the larger number are done up in great pack- 
ages, which are consigned to one of the 
3,800 newspaper dealers outside, of Chicago 
who handle THE TRIBUNE. 

Twenty-five wagons serve the trains and 
then fifty wagons are used to distribute the 
city edition. Three TRIBUNE mail wagons 
daily make round trips of twenty-five miles 
each. The trips of the other grade down to 
only a few blocks. 

The. foregging figures cover only the num- 
ber of men and the amount of labor required 
of TRIBUNE employés.

Text of Judge’s Decision. 

Judge Kimbrough’'s decision began with a 
compliment to the attorneys om both sides 
for their assistance in presenting the argu- 
ments and authorities covering the case. He 
then said: 

“It seems to me needless to Say to attor- 
meys possessing the ability of the attorneys 
of both sides of this case that the court Can- 
not consider anything except lega] questions. 
We have nothing to @0 with moral guilt; and 
moral guilt may exist in contradistinguish- 
ment from legal guilt. 

“I will iffustrate what I mean. because it 
may have application to the principles in- 
volved here. If I should see my friend Col. 
Buckingham with a broken leg. helpless by 
the roadside, and I was going upon a journey 
to my own business, and he should call upon 
me to bring to him a surgeon and I excused 
myself, and passed on, without rendering him 
that assistance, and leaving him on the high- 
way to die, I would unquestionably be guilty 
—morally guilty—of murder. But can any- 
body say I would be guilty of legal murder? 
No duty is enjoined on me by the law towards 
him. My punishment would be the just cen- 
sure and reproach of my fellow-men, but 1 
would not be legally accountable. 

Morally, Not Legally, to Blame. 

“I may know that my neighbor is starv- 
ing, or that his family are dying for want 
of 1 and care.

Takes Up Fire Ordinance, 


“An ordinance which is commonly called 
a fire limits ordinance is authorized by one 
of the sections, or clauses, rather, of the 
general section covering the powers of city 
councils; but I am inclined to agree with 
counsel for the defense that the limitations 
contained in this clause, or, rather, the ex- 
pression of the powers that the city coun- 
ef] has, which are made in that clause, are 
to the exclusion of other powers not therein 
expressed. 

“And when it says that the city council 
may pass a fire limits ordinance in which 
there shall be no wooden buildings erected, 
and the further provision of that section or 
clause which allows the city to condemn a 
building that is destroyed by fire, or use, or 
otherwise, to the extent of 50 per cent of its 
value, tH@t clause cannot be extended be- 
yond the three things embraced within It.

upon that act of the legislature of Rhode 
Island, which is more nearly analogous to 
the provisions of the ordinance which has 
been cited than any other act or ordinance 
which has been referred to in any of the 
books, is in harmony with the views I have 
expressed and is the one which was followed 
by Judge Landis, Judge Kohlsaat, and Judge 
Green. 


Judge Kavanagh’s Admission, 

“Indeed, Judge Kavanagh, in his opinion, 
expresely states that not only those decisions 
but the decision of the United States Circuit 
court—I believe it was, rather, the Supreme 
court—in the case relating to the census. and 
other cases in courts of high authority, were 
contrary to the views which he expressed in 
his opinion overruling the motion to quash. 

“ The language Of the statute which, as read 
here Wednesday afternoon, if I remember 
rightly, of the United States, made it the 
duty of the census bureau to obtain the infor- 
mation that was desired by the government 
with respect to corporations; and made it the 
duty of corporations to give sucn informa- 
tion; but failed to specify what officer of the 
corporation should give the information that 
might be required by the census officials.

Chicago Has No Such Right. 

‘The legislature ceptainly never intended, 
they have not in express language, I think 
at least, ever granted to the city council of 
the city of Chicago any such authority, and 
when they assume to regulate buildings, the 
manner of their construction, the materials 
of which they may be erected, outside of the 
one question of wooden buildings within the 
fire limits, those laws should he applicable 
to all of the people, subject them all to the 
same penalties, give them the same privi- 
leges and the same rights. 

“This certainly is a government of equal 
rights, equal privileges, equal duties, and 
equal Habilities. There ought not to be any 
distinction whereby one man may be im- 
prisoned.and another man go scot free for 
the doing of the same thing.

‘Without attempting to go farther in the 
discussion of the question, because I rec- 
ognize the utter impolicy of it, however 
much I might like to review all of these de- 
cisions, and how much I might desire to let 
the public understand the exact reasons and 
the precise authorities on which I base those 
reasons, I shall content myself, without any 
further comment upan it, by sustaining the 
objection to the interjection of these ordi- 
nances,”’ 


LAW CHANGED TO HOLD GUILTY. 


Technicalities Which Freed Manager 
Davis Swept Away by Ordinance 
Passed Since Fire. 


The technicalities upon which Manager 
Davis has escaped conviction on the charge 
of manslaughter will not avail for the future 
defense against a similarcharge. The build 
ing ordinance, which took the place of the 
old law which has been declared invalid by 
Judge Kimbrough, has covered the doubtful 
points which proved the salvation of Mr. 
Davis. : 

This was the opinion expressed last even- 
ing by William H. Sexton, formerly of the 
corporation counsel's office, and who drafted 
the new ordinance after the great disaster. 

Mr. Sexton explained categorically in what 
manner the contentions made by Levy Mayer 
had been met in the ordinance which is at 
present in effect. 


Contentions Which Freed Davis. 
Mr. Mayer contended that the ordinance 
was invalid because: 
The Iroquois theater had come under a classifica- 
tion of houses of assembly for large gatherings, 
terms which were indefinite and had no legal sig- 


nificance. 

The ordinance had declared certain safeguards 
must be provided and regulations observed, but 
had neglected to state upon whom the responai- 
bility for carrying these regulations into effect 
should rest. ; 

The city has no power to legislate within the fire 
limits beyond forbidding wooden buildings to be 
erected within such limits. 


New Ordinance Covers Points. 


Replying to these contentions 
the present ordinance, Mr. iMaan 

“ The present ordinance has carefully enu- 
merated and classified the buildings which it 
refers to, and these buildings are specifically 
classified according to their seating capacity 
no vague terms such as “ large ” being used. 

“In regard to the second point the ordi- 
nance has clearly piaced the liability for 
failure to observe the law upon the man 
and the lessee.

Dowie’s position? Was it & message of for- 
giveness? The attendants believe it was. 
No one ever will know, for a few moments 
later Dr. Dowle again lost conscidusness and 
although he breathed, it was slower and 
slower, until his pulsations were scarcely 


perceptible. 
Refuses a Physician. 

At intervals during the night his attendants 
had suggested sending for a physician, and 
always Dowle said: 

“7 will die strong in my faith.” 

At7 o'clock Judge V. V. Barnes, who is the 
chief legal adviser of Zion City and who al- 
ways has felt a warm affection for Dr. Dowle, 
although he joined Voliva,. was sentfor. He 
lives just a short distance away and arrived 

rriedly. 
“ riret: apostle!” he said, “ First apostle!” 
trying to rouse the shrunken figure on the 
bed. Dr. Dowie did not recognize him, and 
it is believed he had expired within fifteen 
minutes after the arrival of Judge Barnes, 
but it was not announced officially unth 7:40. 
A mirror was placed at the mouth of the dead 
man to make certain that life was extinct. 

Judge Barnes notified the few persons who 
lingered outside the house that Dr. Dowie 
had passed away and then called the leaders 
of the church together as soon as he had dis- 
patched a message by telegraph to Gladstone 
Dowie at Ben MacDhui, as follows: 

“ Wirst apostle died at7:40. hat are your 
wishes?’ 

Mrs. Dowie to Arrange Funeral. 

Giadetone Dowie wired back that he would 
arrive in the evening with his mother. Mrs. 
Dowie followed with another message asking 
that the funeral arrangements be deferred 
until their arrival. 

It is probable that the funeral sermon will 
be preached by one of the overseers and that

The news of Dowle's déath quickly spread 
through the city. ‘The work in the factories 
was stopped. The employés of the great lace 
works, brought from England by Dowie, 
came forth and gathered around Shiloh 
house. : 

Flags were lowered [to half mast on the 
principal bulldines—on the roof of the great 
tabernacle and the college building. 

Voliva Issues a Statement. 
During the afternoon Voliva gave out the 


following statement: 
“Dr. Dowie's departure will in no way af- 
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‘+ and stretching away four miles over 


fect the work of Zion adversely. Gwing to 
his sad physical and mental condition for 
more than a year he had been a great hin- 
drance in many ways. Now that he has 
gone to his reward all bitterness and feel- 
ing, whether just or unjust, which has en- 
tered the hearts of many who were once his 
devoted followers - will disappear. 

‘Dr. Dowie has done a work for poor hu- 
manity In several respects eclipsed by no 
other of the past or present. He was what 
the world calls a dreamer, but dreamers 
have been the world’s greatest benefactors. 

“The task imposed on me one year ago 
was such as few men are called on to per- 
form. The future will clearly prove I did 
the best I could for the people and for the 
estate, the conditions being s0 complex 
and the interests so vast. I could not take 
into consideration his mental state regard- 
ing. which there was a _ wide difference of 
opinion of doctors. Death, so far as Il know 
now, will not alter my plans.,’’ 


Will Clear Away Legal Troubles, 


Receiver John C. Hately afrived in Zion 
City at noon and placed a custodian in charge 
of Shiloh house after a consultation with 
Judge Barnes. The house is valued at $50,- 
000 and its furnishings at $80,000, 

“The death of Dr. Dowie will not make 
any perceptible difference in financial af- 
fairs at Zion,”’ said Mr. Hately, “ except to 
clarify the legal complications, for while 
Dowie was alive there always was the pose!- 
bility of controversy over the property. The 
debts of outside creditors, I feel certain, will 
be paid in full, and I hope that the unsecured 
Zion City creditors—members of the commu- 
nity—will be paid 44 cents on the dollar.”’ 

Six weeks ago today John Alexander 
Dowie, clad in the gorgeous robes that were 
made for him two years ago by forty women 
of his church, made his last public appear- 

nce. ' 

Two hundred persone, some of them the 
faithful few who would not bow their heads 
to Voliva, others who had teen attracted by 
curiosity perhaps, filled the. reception hall, 
the parlor, and other large rooms on the first 
fioor of Dowle’s house. Dowle was carried 
from his room overlooking Lake Michigan.

Dowie was born near Edinburgh, Scot- 
land, on May 1847, His mother was a 
Scot—an Alexander. The man who un- 
ri] 19038 was called his father was also a Scot 
—John Murray Dowie—who still lives in 
lowa. Just before the New York visitation 
in 1908 the prophet declared publicly that 
cohn Murray Dowie was not his father and 
that he was the offspring of an English army 
officer, a member of the nobility. 

John Murray Dowie was a Congregational 
minister of comfortable fortune, and young 
Dowle received a fair foundation for his edu- 
cation under him and ifn the board schoels 
of his native town. In 1860 the family re- 
moved to Adelaide, Australia, and for seven 
years young Dowie served as a clerk in a 
mereantile establishment. 

In 1867, when he was 20 years old, he 
returned to Scotland, and, on the money he 
had saved while working itn Australia, took 
a five years’ course in the unt!versity. 

Dowie, on graduation from the divinity 
school, at once was ordained in the Congrega- 
tional church, and in 1872, returned to 
Australia and began preaching at a Congre- 
gational church in Newtown, a suburb of 
Sydney. 


Becomes a “Healer by Faith.” 


In 1878 Dowie suddenly deserted the Cone 
gregational church and started as an evan- 
gelist, preaching healing by faith. His power 
at omee attracted attention. He declared 
that he &rst learned of his power to heal by 
curing a girl of a wasting disease that had 
already killed thirty members of his congre- 
gation. 

In 1889 Dowie landed in San Francisco. He 
started his divine healing crusade, but after

Then followed a long battle between Dowie, 
the health authorities, and his enemies. His 
following still continued to increase. Noth- 
ing semed to deter them. He was driven 
from South Chicago, chaged out of Pullman, 
stoned, mocked, arrested. Many of his pa- 
tients died. He wasarrested. Every time he 
succeeded in clearing himself, and in al- 
most every instance those who attacked him 
were discomfited. 

Feb. 22, 1896, Dowle organized the Christian 
Catholic church in Zion, and appeinted him- 
self general overseer, with his wife, Jane 
Dowle, as overseer. His work began to at- 
tract attention all over the country. Con- 
verts rushed into Chicago and began to con- 
gregate around the tabernacies. Then Dowie 
purchased a big plat of land and the buildings 
near Fourteenth street and Michigan ave- 
nué. His followers began to have some 
strength in the community, and Chicago sud- 
denly abandoned the effort to drive Dowie 
out. He was arrested over a hundred times 
in 1805, ‘‘ the year of persecution,”’ but only 
a few times in 1896. 


Begins to Buy Land. 


Tn 1899 Dowie began preparations for his 
greatest move. His agents went to work 
quietly and bought up land along the 
lake ahove Waukegan, forty-two miles 
from 
The Benton farmers, after dispos- 
ing of large tracts of their land, began to 
see that ‘‘something big was doing,’’ and 
pushed up prices of theirlands, Still Dowie's 
agents continued to buy until in the fall they 
held in the name of Zion a huge tract of land 
lying just south of the Wisconsin state line 

the 
gently sloping prairies from the lake shore 
back Into the town of Benton. ° 

Like a swarm of bees the Zionites descend- 
ed on their iand to build a new city, and it 
sprang up like a mushroom. 

Zion City seemed builded literally and really 
upon the sands. There was nothing to make 
a city, neither harbor nor mines, and not 
much agriculture. Chicagoans could not see 
how Zilog could be self-supporting. “Again 
Dowie showed his resourcefulness. He was 
related by marriage to one Stevenson, a Not- 
tingham lacemaker, and Dowie decided that 
lacemaking should be the principal industry 
of Zion City. 

He went to England, enlisted Stevenson in 
the scheme, purchased new and improved 
lace machinery, and began importing skilled 
luborers to educate his people inthe art. He 
built a great brick building for his lace fac- 
tory to the east of the Northwestern railway 
and prepared tostart the industry. 

Shortly afterward Stevenson and Dowie 
quarreled. Stevenson went to court with his 
troubles, and disobeyed Zion's rule of arbi- 
tration. He got judgment, but Dowie, who 
had recruited able legal advisers, appealed, 
and finally the case was compromised, Ste- 
vyenson taking a cash sum for his claim 
against the industry. 


Invasion of New York. 


His invasion of New York in October, 1903, 
was the most spectacular thing Dowle ever 
did. He took over 3,000 of his followers, put 
them on ten special trains, and rushed them 
down to New York, where for a fortnight he 
conducted meetings in Madison Square gar- 
den and in Carnegie hall. 

That trip drained Zion City of its surplus 
working capital. It took over $800,000 out of 
the new town and left it in bad financial con- 
Gition as far as working capital was con- 
cerned. 

On Dee. 1, 1908, on application of several 
creditors, Judge C. C. Kohlsaat in the United 
States Disirict court granted a receivership 
of all the Zion and Dowle properties. The 
receivers took possession of the city that 
night and held it for several months, at the 
eni of which time a basis of settlement of 
all claims was reached and the receivership 
dissolved. 

The first six months of 1904 Dowie spent 
in an ostensible evangelistic tour of the 
world. The number of converts he madeis 
largely problematical. One at jeast he

The Mexican colonization project had a 
romantic fascination for Dowie, who, a 
broken man, feeble beyond his years, per- 
haps hoped to renew his health in. the genial 
climate of the south. He clung to the dream 
to the last. It was while on his way to 
Mexico in October, 1905, that he was stricken

Meanwhile Wilbur Glen Voliva, a young. 
Indiana preacher, who. had@ achieved a re- 
markable success in bringing order out of 
chaos in the church in Australia, was on his 
way to Zion City, under orders received tn a 
cable message from his leader. He had with 
him letters from Dowle appointing him 
deputy overseer and giving him full power 
of attorney to represent Dowie. It after- 
ward became known that Dowie in a sealed 
ietter had nominated him first apostle. 
Voliva arrived in Zion on Feb. 6. Fora few 
weeks he investigated, saying littl. He saw 
the Industries languishing from lack of sound 
business management, and he heard the whig- 
pered stories of want and disappointment. 
These whispers Voliva repeated aloud, a 
thing none before him had dared do. Bold 
and independent aciion followed these au- 
dacious words. He proposed to run Zion for 
the benefit of its members, not for Dowie’s 
personal aggrandizement or glorification. 
Dowie hastened to Chicago, spent two 
weeks at the Auditorigm Annex consulting 


Mrs. Dowle, went to his residence in Zion 
City on Saturday, April 28. He secured an 
order of court allowing him to conduct meet- 
ings in Shiloh tabernacie, and with waning 
strength endeavored to regain his lost hold 
on his followers. 

Dowie spent his remaining days at Shiloh 
house, seen by few persons except members 
of his household and his attorneys. 


ARRIVAL OF WIDOW AND SON, 


They Reach Chicago on Late Evening 
Train and Start for Waukegan 
at Once. 


Mrs. Jane Dowie and Gladstone Dowle, 
widow and son of John Alexander Dowie, 
arrived at the Grand Central station at 11:15 
last night, coming over the Pére Magquette 
read. They were met by a party from Zion 
City and were conducted to carriages wait- 
ing to convey them to the Northwestern sta- 
tion, where they took the midnight train for 
Waukegan. 

Mrs. Dowie was dressed in mourning, her 
face half concealed by a long black veil. How- 
ever, she did not appear to be In feeble health 
as she walked with slow but firm steps along 
the platform, supported on the arm of her 
son. Gladstone Dowle looked to be in ex- 
cellent health. In response to a question as 
to the health of his grandfather, John Mur- 
ray Dowie, who had been reported as feeble, 


Gladstone Dowie said: 

“ My grandfather is in good health and as 
hale and hearty as a man of 81 years could 
be expected to be. We left him at home, not 
because of ill health but because we did not 
consider it necessary for him to endure the 


fatigue of the journey.” 


LAST WILL TO BE FILED SOON. 


It Purports to Dispose of Millions, but 
' Estate Is of Doubtful 
Value. 


The estate controlled. by John Alexander 
Dowle. once estimated to be worth $20,000,- 
000, but now shrunk to an uncertain value, 
wiH be devoted, according to the terms of 
his iast will, mainly for the purpose of aiding 
Zion City and the church which he founded. 

Gladstone Dowtle, the son, is not mentioned 
in the will. Mre. Dowle is left the dower 
portion, one-third, wigich she would be able 
to collect under the law. 

Dowie drew his last will in August, 1906, 
At that time he evidently imagined that he 
still controlled property worth millions. 

The last will was drawn by Attorney Emil 
Cc. Wetten. It is now in Mr. Wetten’s pos- 
séssion, and probably will be filed for probate 
in Waukegan withina week.

He was amused at the mysterious actions of his friends, and to prove that his wife 
took the matter of her detention lightly, which he regarded as evidence of her innocence 


of any attempt at deception, says she gave 


him no sign of her predicament until her 


reply to his telegraphic inquiry about her welfare.

Their decision will be binding on the 
next mayor.

“If they reject these ordinances the next 
mayor—and I will obey if elected—must obey 
that mandate as expressed atthe polis. That 
they should be condemned is my honest con- 
viction, and I so advise the people of this 
city.” 

For Condemnation Proceedings. 

In conclusion he gave his reasons for favor- 
ine the acquiring of the traction proper- 
ties by condemnation proceedings in these 
wores: 

“The patience of the people has become 
exhausted. Every reasonable effort has been 
made by the preseht administration to se- 
cure a settlement of the complicated problem 
by agreement with the companies. It has 
made many concessions, which, in my judg- 
ment. would have been unsatisfactory to the 
people of this community. in the earnest 
hope that a settlement might be obtained. 
The people now demand the cessation of all

‘“‘A& trial in the

preme coumt can be cisposed of within 
eighteen months. Once the value of the prop- 
erty is determined in the lower courts noth- 
ing remains for the city but to negotiate the 
Mueller certificates, raise the necessaty 
money, hand it to the companies, and take 
possessicn of the properties. If the com- 
panies desire to appeal they can do so. The 
city will be in possession during the appeal.”’ 


Objections to the Ordinances. 

The objections the mayor raised to the trac- 
tion ordinances were that they do not com- 
ply with the spirit of the “‘ Werno letter "; 
that they make munjcipal ownership prac- 
tically impossible; that the city has not got 
money enough to pay for the traction proper- 
ties under the ordinances; that there is no 
guarantee that the city will get adequate 
compensation, and that there is no oppor- 
tunity for a rival company to enter the field 
on a promise of reduced fares.

In his concluding words, the mayor said:

The trac- 
tion companies by their own obstinacy have 
foreed a situation which is final and conclu- 
sive. The lantern has been hung out from 
the belfry tower. These ordinances should 
be voted down and whiten they are voted down 
condemnation suits must be immediately 
commenced, the value of these properties 
cdeterminéd in just and legal manner, the 
companies paid, and the city take possession 
of the lines and commence ‘their rehabilita- 
tion, as has been done by hundreds of great 
cities in the world. 

“The people Have negotiated and nego- 
tlated and, bargained and bargained, without 
result. Whenever the people have appealed 
to the courts they have been almost in- 
variably successful in asserting or maintain- 
ing their rights. Such was the result in the 
universal transfer case, in the case involying 
the ninety-nine year act, in the case invaly- 
ing the police power of the city, in the case 
involving the validity of the Mueller cer- 
tificeates, in the telephone case, and in nearly 
every other case brought by the city to as- 
sert its rights against public utility corpora- 
tions.

That the amounts to be paid for cable properties 
and unexpired franchises are impositions on the 
city. 

That the ordinances are so complicated he could 
not understand them. - 

“It is @ mistake,’’ Mr. Hooker exclaimed, 
“to have the question deminated at the 
present day by the idea of hastening the 
improvemem of the street car service.’’ 

At this, for some unexplained reason, ihe 
audience grinned. 

When Mr. Hooker sat down there wes a 
unanimous and vociferous call for ‘“ Mr. 
Fisher.’’ 

Reply by City’s Counsel. 

“My friend Hooker has told us,’’ said Mr. 
Fisher after the preliminary remarks men- 
tioned above, “that under the present ar- 
rangement the money for rehabilitation and 
other purposes is coming out of the pockets 
of the people in ‘ exorbitant’ fares. I want 
to call his attention to the fact that the 
mayor has gone on record again and again 
to the effect that he cannot issue bonds for 
the rehabilitation of the street railways. 

“If bonds were issued to the limit of the 
city’s capacity we wouldn't have a dollar of 
credit left for any other municipal purpose, 
and we wouldn’t have approached the 
amount necessary for the street railways. 
There is no use in quarreling with & situation 
which you can’t change. 

** He says the ordinance is complicated and 
hard to understand. Now, I must say it will 
take a somewhat closer comprehension of 
certain minor points to avoid falling into cer- 
tain errors which Mr. Hooker has made. 


How Valuation Was Reached. 


“Mr. Hooker has ignored the entire theory 
on Which the $50,000,000 figure was arrived 
at. The figure was arrived at as a practical 
compromise between the appraisement of the 
board of engineers and the companies’ esti- 
mate of their rights. And it was unanimous- 
ly agreed upom—by the mayor, every mem- 
ber of the transportation committee, republi- 
can or democrat, and every one else con- 
cerned,”’ 

At this point Mr. Hooker referred to a 
table on the wall on which: he had placed 
the item “ Cable scrap, $4,794,618," and asked 
Mr. Fisher to explain the expenditure. 

“Well,” returned Mr. Fisher, “‘ where did 
you get those figures? T haven’t them.” 

** W—why, from the report of the commis- 
sion,’’ said Mr. Hooker. 

“ How did you make the computation?” 
asked Mr. Fisher. 

Mr. Hooker searched among his papers, 
trying to find out how he had got the total. 
Finally he had to give it up. 


Electric Franchise Temporary. 


“It is perfeetly true,’’ said Mr. Fisher, 
“that the old cable lines are not operated 
now as cable systems; they are operated as 
electric systems. But how? On a grant 
which the mayor himself insists may be re- 
voked at any time in thirty days. So that 
the companies, theoretically, at least, must 
retain their cable slots, ready to begin run- 
ning their cables at any moment. 

“And we are compelled to make our ap- 
praisal on the conditions as they stand. 1.6 
did insist on disregar@ing the value of the 
cable properties on the north side, with 
the single exception of the Wells street line. 
On the west and south sides, however, the 
lines, to all intents and purposes, so far as 
ee right to operate is concerned, are cable 
ines.’’ 

Here, the hour being late, Mr. Fisker 
yielded the floor and Raymond Robins start- 
ed in on an impassioned discourse cn things 
in general. At this point the club members, 
who hed come to consider the traction situa- 
tion, began a hasty and undignified exodus

The advice given to the forty students was 
not for profane ears to hear. Independence 
leaguers, newspaper reporters, and others not 
members of the charmed circle were barred 
from the hall. A short little man drew the 
curtains over the glass doors, heaving only 
a peep hole through which to discern the 
faithful. 

Col. J. A. Graham, who said he was an 
ardent member of the Independence league, 
was indignant: 

“I have too big a mouth and the newspa- 
pers have too many colummns,’’ he asceerted. 
“I consider being thrown out like this an 
insult. If this is democracy, I wonder where 
the motto, ‘ Equal rights for all and special 
privileges to none ’ comes in.”’ 

Finally. from under the closed door, flowed 
the liquid eloquence of Mr. Lewis: It needed 
no glas@ door to tell that he was hypnotizing 
the would-be orators by gestures and appeals 
to all the gods of Rome and most of those 
of Greece. Also there were choice quota- 
tione in plenty. 

After a full application of this treatment 
to show what a real orator can do when he 
lets out his belt the colonel gracefully parted 
his whiskers and approached the nolsome 
subject of “ pothouse " poltics, 


Must Shun Pothouse Politics. ; 

His hearers were given to understand that 
thin cheere sandwiches and pink lemanade 
are better form at political rallies than the 
more durable dried beef on rye with bottled 
beer. He wiped the corner of his eye with 
a bit of cambric after mentioning the last 
named atrocity. Perhaps he remembered 
Capt. Angon’s campaign for sheriff. when 
Gried beef sandwiches and foam flecked bot- 
tles were scrambled for by a hungry mob in 
Oriental hall and how the aforesaid mob 
raged because the beer was suspected of be- 
ing “draft” put up in bottles without labels. 

“Don’t, please don’t call your republican 
opponents on the stump liars,” said Col. 
Lewis. ‘“‘ Don’t allow yourself to be drawn 
into pothouse politics. Let it be sald that 
your campaign is being conducted with 
courtesy. 

“If somebody is found to be for the trac- 
tion ordinances, respect his opinion and try 
gently to change it.” 

This last strand of advice was construed by 
some of the hearers to mean that nothing 
harder than bricks is permissible as a means 
of enforcing an argument in favor of I. M. O. 


OAKLAND BANK BUYS CORNER. 


Hyde Park Institution Acquires Prop- 
erty at Cottage Grove Avenue and 
Thirty-ninth Street. 


The Oakland National bank has purchased 
the banking building occupied by it at the 
southeast corner of Cottage Grove avenue 
and Thirty-ninth street, together with the 
frame improvements at the east, for $54,000.

The location of the homes of the mem- | 
bers of this club has brought the traction 
problem home to them in a stronger manner 
than to most of the citizens. 

Practically the only traction service into 
Brighton Park is the Archer avenue line, 
which, according to its patrons, is far from 
the best service in the city. The members 
of the club realize that nothing can be done 
to improve the service until there is a final 
settlement, and, for this reason, have arrayed 
themselves with the settlement committee.

Knoxville, Ill., March 9.—[{Special.]—A let-

The 
public had no warning of the strike that it 
might prepare for two nights of darkness, 
Even the newspapers had no intimation of 
| what was coming. Accordingly a small band 
of workmen had Paris entirely at its mercy—

: Papers All Condemn Strike. 

The strike has not received the support of 
any section of the press, which, though not 
neglecting the demands of the workers, 
places the city’s interest, comfort, and good 
name ahead of the right to strike.

Washington, D. C., March 9.—Archie Roose- 
velt, who is-ill with diphtheria, tonight held 
the improvement which was noted today, 
and in consequence a feeling of great hope-

‘no unavoidable indications. 

The satisfactory progress made by Archie 
today was such that the president and Dr. 
Lambert went for a long horseback ride, not 
returning to the White house until after 
dark. 

Mrs. Roosevelt, too, who has been a con- 
stant watcher at the bedside of her sick 
child, took occasion to go out for a short 
drive and returned much refreghed. She 
immediately went back into the sickroom, 
For several hours this afternoon only the 
trained nurses kept vigil over the patient..

Complain of Many Burglaries. 

Numerous burglaries in the territory north 
of Thirty-minth street and east of Halsted 
have aroused citizene residing there. They 
blame apparent lack of proper police protec- 
tion.

Capt. Bill McDonald of the Texas rangers, 
whom Maj. Penrose, under court martial 
for the Brownsville shooting, caled a ‘‘ con- 
temptible liar,” arrived tn San Antonio’ to- 
night from Austin to see the major about 
the matter. He says he and Penrose will 
have an interview tomorrow. The sheriff 
has been asked to watch Capt. McDonald, 
but no violence is feared, 

Maj. Penrose would not talk today, but 
Lieut. Col. Glenn, his counsel, gave out a 
statement that Maj. Penrose does not affirm 
or deny that he made the remark. 

‘Any remarks that may have been made 
were in private conversation and not for pub- 
lication,’”’ said Col. Glenn. 

Before leaving Austin, Capt. McDonald !s- 
sued a statement containing charges that 
Maj. Penrose shielded negroes who shot up 
Brownsville. The statement reads: 

‘* Penrose is guilty of shielding the guilty 
negroes that znurdered Natus and ghot into 
the houses of citizens in Brownsville. I 
caught him tn the act of trying to cover it 
up and told him and Macklin. 

‘“ After I complained against twelve gullty 
soldiers and one former soldier he stated 
in the presence of Maj. Bloxham that I had 
gix of the right men, but that the five others 
were not gullty. I first asked him about 
Corporal W. H. Miller. Penrose said he was 
at roll call at 8 and 11 o’clock. He knew 
Miller was there, he said, for he saw him, 
and that Capt. Macklin talked with him. 
Macklin made the same statement, 

‘*T then sent for Miller, who said he was 
at a saloon near the market house when. the 
shooting was being done, was at Mack Ham- 
ilton’s house before it occurred, and in Mata- 
moras, Mexico, and that he never got to the 
post until after 1o’clock. I since have under- 
stood that Penrose had ordered the negro 
soldiers to shoot me and my rangers if I 
undertook to spot them any more.”

why a writ of habeas corpus for the release 
of Ruef from the custody of the court elisor, 
W. J. Biggy, should not be issued. 

As this order is made returnable Monday, 
Ruef will have to remain the prisoner of 
Biggy until that time, no provision for bail 
existing. Biggy is to produce Ruef tn the Su- 
perior court at 10 o'clock Monday morning 
for trial, at which time the prosecution pro- 
poses to begin the work of selecting a jury. 

Until noon today Ruef’s attorneys were 
hopeful of a decision from the state Supreme 
court in the matter of Ruef’s application for 
a writ of prohibition restraining Judge 
Dunne from proceeding with the trial, but 
no order was made by the Supreme court, 
and the application must go over until Mon- 


ay. 

Guarded by Elisor Biggy and four deputies, 
Ruef is quartered in a room at the St. Fran- 
cis. A telephone connects him with the out- 


of the time using it replying to messages 
of sympathy from his followers and issuing 
orders to his lieutenants. To relieve the 
monotony of his quarters he is allowed to 
step outside into the hallway as often as he

Capture Spoils His Plans. 


“Mr. Biggy and M. -Burns and the rain 
all together forstalled me,"’ said Ruef to a 
reporter today. ‘‘ We had it framed up yes- 
terday to charter a launch at the Cliff house, 
walk two miles across the sand dunes from 
Trocadero, go abroad, hoist a flag, and sail 
up to thé city in state—just to announce to the 
public that I was not in hiding, despite the 
general supposition. But it rained so hard 
we had to give that program Up, and I am 
sorry. 

““T have not at any time been seeking to 
avoid a fairtrial. Even though Judge Dunne 
has seen fit‘to disregard my habeas corpus 
application now pending before the Supreme 
court of the United States—which we claim 
acts as a stay to all proceedings in the lower 
court~I would have been, and I am now, 
ready and willing to go to the bar of Judge 
Dunne without further delay if thereswere 
any assurance of a fair trial. But I don't 
proposed to be jobbed.”” 

Lawyers Go After Judge Hebbard. 


At an exciting meeting of the Sen Fran- 
cisco Bar association, which lasted uptil 
early today, about 100 prominent attorneys 
discussed the action of Superior Judge Heb- 
bard in granting a writ of error to Abraham 
Ruef while the latter’s trial was pending in 
a court of codrdinate jurisdiction. Assistant 
District Attorney Heney made a sensational 
speech, declaring that Judge Hebbard was 
under the influence of liquor when he grant- 
ed the writ and had been constantly affected 
by intoxicants for the last three years. 

Heney vehemently declared that the ac- 
tions of the attorneys for Ruef had been more 
reprehensible than the conduct of Judge 
Hebbard. Heney said that Ruef’s attorneys 
had deliberately taken advantage of Judge 
Hebbard’s’ condition to secure the writ in 
order to frustrate the progress of justice in 
Judge Dunne’s court. Attorney Dwyer fol- 
lowed fn a fierce speech along a similar line. 

Attorney Henry Ach, one of Ruef’s attor- 
neys, denied that Judge Hebbard was intoxi- 
cated when he made the order for the issu- 
ance of the writ. Ach then made a motion 
that the grievance committee of the bar asso- 
ciation investigate the action of Judge Dunne 
in ingisting upon proceeding with the trial of 
Ruef after a writ of error had been issued 
by another court. This motion by vote was 
laid on the table. 

The meeting decided that in view of the 
nearneas of the adjournment of the legisla- 
ture impeachment proceedings against Judge 
Hebbard would be futile. It was voted to 
have the grievance committee thoroughly in- 
vestigate the affair and report to the associa- 


tion.

LOOT MAY TOTAL $75,000. 


Public Funds for Years Diverted | 


Into Pockets of Most Trust- 
ed Servants. 


Peorla, I., March 9.—[Special.]—In the 
most sensational report ever returned in this 
county the grand jury today indicted three 
former county officials and the present city 
clerk of Peoria on charges of grafting. The 
report shows that in the last few years these 
officials have stolen over $75,000 from the 
funds of the county and city. 

The indictments are the result of eight 
weeks of investigation, during which time 
it was discovered that men. high in the con- 
fidence of the public had been guilty of crim-~ 
inal deception 

The men indicted today for grafting were: 

ROBERT JOOS, city clerk; embezzlement and 
malfeasance in office. 

D. E. POTTER, former deputy; falsifying pub- 
lic records. 

R. M. CONKEY, former deputy; embezzlement. 

SHERMAN HUNT, -former deputy; extortion. 


Lawyer and Trader Indicted. 


Besides these officials the grand jury re- 
turned thirteen indictments against Dan 
F. Raum, one of the best known attorneys in 
Peoria county and a man who has occupied 
a high social position. He its charged with 
forgery of mortgages by which he gained 
$15,000 from his friends. 

Albert H. Babb. a member of the board of 
trade, was indicted on six counts charging 
him with conducting a*bucket shop. 

All of the pereons indicted were able to give 
bail. They have employed attorneys and say 
they will fight the charges. 

in a long report which accompanied the 
indictments the grand jury scathingly cen- 
sured county and city officials for being 
negligent and allowing such careless hand- 
ling of city and county funds. The board of 
supervisors, which allowed fictitious bills 
drawn by former Sheriff Potter, received the 
most censure. A complete audit of county 
and city books was recommended and a new 
system adopted. 


Graft Big and Small. 


When it was first learned, two months ago, 
that the grand jury was investigating public 
officials, a desperate attempt was made to 
suppress the investigation. Former Sheriff 
Charles E. Johnson was the first man to 
make the charges against the county officials. 
He declared that his predecessor and his 
deputies were purchasing goods for them- 
nelves and having the same charged to the 
county. Toilet soaps in large quantities, 
lotions, tonics, razors, and many other arti- 
cles were charged to the prison accounts. 

The investigatibn proved that the charges 
were much more serious. Names of persons 
who had never been arrested were carried 
on the jail books for months at a time, the 
sheriff and his deputies being allowed the 
bills for keeping them. In four years it is 
estimated they robbed the county of $30,000 
in this manner. 

In the office of the city clerk the books were 
found to be in an almost hopeless state of 
confusion. They had been poorly kept, ap- 
parently purposely, and many records were 
destroyed. 


City’s Loss $40;000 to $60,000, 

An expert auditor was employed and it is 
estimated that the city lost $40,000 to $60,000. 
The biggest part of this money was saloon 
licenses which were not turned into the city 
treasurer. 

Following so closely upon the exposure of 
former Superintendent of Schools Newton C. 
Dougherty who stole $860,000 from the school 
funds, the present report of the grand jury 
has caused a sensation in the city and there 
is a demand fora house cleaning in all offices. 
Party lines have developed in the campaign 
which is now on and reform hae been taken 
as the watchword in the political fight. 

The trials of the men indicted today will 
take place at the present term of court.

DENEEN REPLIES TO ALLEN. 


Governor Explains the Illinois Law Re- 
garding Fees of the Office of the 
State’s Attorney. 


Gov. Deneen talked yesterday regarding 
the attack made on him by Representative 
Charles Allen in a speech in the legislature 
last Thursday. 

‘The statements made about the fees I 
received as state's attorney for Cookecounty 
from 1896 to 1904 have been answered so fre- 
quently that there is no occasion for any- 
thing more than a brief repetition of the 
facts,’’ the governor said. ‘Shortly after 
the adoption of the Illinois constitution of 


1870 a law was enacted granting certain fees ' 


to the state’s attorneys of [llinois. It pro- 
vided that once a year each state’s attorney 
should have a hearing upon his report to 
the county judge of the respective counties, 
and that a judgment should be entered by 
the County court for the amount found due 
the state's attorney. 

‘During the term that the statute was in 
force it was upheld in 3,060 judgments of the 
county courts of our state. Nor has there 
been a single contrary decision. 

“ My right to the fees was not questioned 
until the close of my second term of office 
as state’s attorney of Cook county. Then 
some politicians who were opposed to my 
candidacy took the matter to the courts.

Sanitary Trustees Explain That 
Further Time and More Money 
Are Necessary. 


The failure of the trustees of the sanitary 
@istrict to construct swing bridges along 
the drainage canal in compliance with law 
Was criticised severely yesterday afternoon 

members of the rea] estate board and the 

mercial association at a joint meeting of 

the sanitary trustees and committees repre- 

@enting the real estate and commercial in- 
terests of Chicago. 

The meeting was called by President Mc- 
Cormick of the sanitary board primarily for 
the purpose of discussing the necessity for 
an extension of time in which to complete 
the work of putting in swing bridges. 

According to law. the swing bridges should 
have been completed and in operation by Jan. 
1, 1907. An amendment to the law providing 
for an extension of three years for this 
work is pending in the legislature. 

Tt soon developed that opposition to the 


@amitary board’s policy was not confined 
| to the question of swing bridges. 


Opposes Increase of Taxation. 


“At a recent meeting of the real estate 
Soard,” said Edward A. Halsey, chairman of 
the sanitary district committee of that bdéard, 
“t+ was decided that the board go on record 
opposing an increased rate of taxation for the 
gamitary district. The board also voted to 
oppose the proposed Calumet seg. channel 
and an extension of the time in which the 

-ganitary board shal! equip and operate swing 
bridges along the drainage canal.” 

At the request of President McCormick, 
Mr. Halsey read the report which his com- 
mittee submitted to the real estate board. 
The subject then was thrown open for gen- 
eral discussion. 

“ We are opposed to the proposed increased 
pate of taxation because property owners 
who will get practicaly no benefit from the 
improvements will. have.to bear the Dbur- 
Gens,” said Mr. Halsey. 

“The question with the Commerical asso- 
eiation is whether the sanitary board shall 
give us the ewing bridges first and the other 
improvements, such as the Calumet channel, 
afterward. or vice versa,’’ said Henry C: Bar- 
low of the Comprfiercial association. 


‘Explains Demand for More Time, 


Sanitary Trustee Wallace G. Clark an- 
Swered the question of Mr. Barlow. 

“We &re not asking for an extension of 
time for the purpose of delay,” «aid he. 
“But we want three years more in order

fault inthe matter of bridges. We are pre- 
paring plans for an eight track bridge now, 
and we thal! go ahead with the other bridges 
ae fast as the money can be raised.

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ASSAILS MEN AS RULERS. 


LAWYER MARY MILLER WANTS 
WOMEN TO SET THINGS RIGHT. 


Only by Universal Suffrage, with No 
Sex Discrimination, She Telle Her 
Sisters of the fatholic League, Can 
Corruptien in Municipal, State, and 
National Governments Be Prevent- 
ed—Shérp Censure for Chicago Al- 
dermen and Members of the Senate. 


With the declaration that the city council 
of Chicago, the state legislatures, congress, 
the senate, and the governments of the world 
in general are all corrupt. incompetent and 
rotten, Miss Mary E. Miller, attormey at law, 
dismissed mere man and all his works in a 
scathing address delivered yesterday before 
the Catholic Woman's league. 

Miss Miller sees but one hope for this un- 


fortunate old world which has tottered along 
so long under the incompetent control of 


| nen. 


“Give women the vote,”’ she cried. “‘ and 

Eureka! the millennium will have arzived. 
Assails Aldermen of Chicago. 

“ Corraption ig running riot in the city 
council of this city,’’ she went on. ‘It is 
monstrous how the aldermen defy the wishes 
of the people. Time after time they are elect- 
ed solemnly pledged to do certain things, but 
once in office they ignore their promises and 
set at defiance the people. who should be their 
masters. The city council of Chicago must 
have a good deal of faith in the patience of 
the people, but that patience some day will be 
exhausted,”’ 


Having concluded thus ominously her ob-, 


servations on the city council Miss Miller pro- 

ceeded to pour a little of her contempt upon 

state legislatures and other governing bodies. 
Sharp Slap for the Senate. 

In respect to the policy of the United States 
senate she propounded a strange and novel 
theory. She had been much incensed at the 
“paternal methods’ which she stated had 
been pursued by the senate toward the Phil- 
ippines and Cuba, but after some thought 
she had discovered the reason. 

“The attitude of the government toward 
our recently acquired possessions,”’ she said, 
“ig due to the attitude which man always 
has shown toward women. He knows better 
than we do what we want, and of course the 
senate knows what is good for the peoples 
of these other lands much better than they 
do themselves. Until man treats Woman as 
his equal we can never have political purity.” 

The sweatshop evil and inequality in eco- 
nomic conditions between woman and man 
were dealt with by several other speakers, 
who united in recommending two remedies 
for these evils—women’g trade unions and 
‘woman suffrage. 

Urges Working Girls’ Unions. 

A remedy for the dance hall evil was sug- 
gested by Miss Helen Todd, factory inspec- 
tor. 

** Girls work and slave such long hours and 
for euch small wages that they become reck- 
less and crave excitement,” the speaker said. 
“They are in constant fear of having their 
wages reduced or of being discharged. This 
results in a feeling of recklessness, and the 
giare and glitter of the dance hall serves to 
make them forget for the time their lives 
of slavery. 

“The only remedy is for the working girls 
and women to form a union by means of 
which they can dictate in a measure the num- 
ber of hours they shall work and the amount 
of remuneration they shall receive. When 
working women’s unions are formed the girls 
will work shorter hours and receive at least 
fair wages, which will tend to make them 
eag@r for more harmless amusements and 
give them time for other things.” 


COUNT OF TEACHERS’ VOTES 
LEFT TO BOARD COMMITTEE. 


Central Council First Decides to Do the 
Work Itself, Then Meets Again and 
Adopts New Plan. 


The referendum votes of the Chicago 
teachers will be counted by the school man- 
agement committee, if no action is taken 
to reject the recommendations of the com- 
mittee appointed by the central council to 
revise the constitution of the educational 
councils of the schools. On Thursday the 
committee voted that the ballots of th 
teachers be counted by the central counc 
with the aid of one representative of the 
school board. Yesterday the committee met 

in and revoked its former decision, ask- 
ing the, school management committee to 
count the votes. 

Dr. Cornelia B. De Bey and Miss Jane Ad- 
dams spoke before the Ella F. Young club 
during the day on the question of tests for 
teachers, to shéw their advancement in effi- 
ciency. Both expressed themselves as favor- 
ing as much liberty as possible for the teach- 
ers to show their capabilities along special 
research lines.

LACK RECORD OF NOTES. 


Possible Discovery of Money Con- 
sidered Useless Because Num- 
bers Were Not Kept. 


THE TRIBUNE, to ascerta.n ff there were 
any foundation for a. report that a $10,000 
bill, belleved to have been oné of those stolen 
from the United States subtreasury in Chi- 
cago, was cashed in London by the Bank of 
England, wired yesterday to its special cor- 
respondent in London, Curtis Brown, to learn 
the facts. He cabled Tue TRIBUNE as fol- 
lows: 

“John Nairne, chief cashier of the Bank 
of England, said the bank had  ~»not 
cashed a $10,000 bill and never cashed 
American bank notes of any denomina- 
tion. He asserted it would be impossi- 
bie for the Chicago thieves to negotiate any 
of their loot through the Bank of England. 
Scotland Yard officials refused to discuss the 
meétter, but that their assistance has not 
been sought is shown by the fact they have 
sent no notifications to money changers con- 
cerning the stolen American bills. The man- 
ager of Cook's tourist agency said it would 
be. easy for anybody of respectable appear- 
ance to exchange $1,000 bills at various places 
in London fer English money at the usual 
commission rates, but that $5,000 and $10,000 
bills could not. be exchanged unless the per- 
sons presenting them were wel! known or 
presented satisfactory credentials." 


Government Has No Numbers. 


THE TRIBUNE also received the following 
dispatch relative to the rumor from its spe- 
cial correspondent at Washington, D. C.: 

“ Unfortunately, even if the story had 
been true that a note of that d¢«nom- 
ination had been changed, !t will not 
follow that it was one of those stolen 
by the subtreasury thief. It now develops 
that the government has not the numbers of 
the notes, as was at first reported. There 
were in circulation on Feb. 28, the daté of 
the last report $139,010,000 of $10,000 notes, 
and many of these are in banks in America 
and Europe. 

“ The man who stole the money in the sub- 
treasury must have known from his experi- 
ence the difficulty of getting rid of large notes 
without detection, and it is believed that he 
has hidden his plunder until the statute of 
limitations operates (three years), when he 
will be free from prosecution and then can 
arrange to cash them through a broker or 
banker who ts known to handle large notes. 

Afraid, Thief Won’t Be Caught. 

“The department has about given up hope 
of ever being able to bring to justice the man 
believed to have looted the treasury. ~ All 
that can be done is to adopt new methods for 
the protection of the government in the 
future. Secretary Cortelyou is now taking 
up this question and will confer with treas- 
ury officials next week preliminary to issuing 
a new order. It is probable a number of 
changes in the personnel of the Chicago sub- 
treasury will be made.”’ 

George W. Fitzgerald, the assorting teller, 
did not appear at the Federal building during 
the day.

THEATER PATRONS COMPLAIN OF 
BOX OFFICE METHODS. 


Playgoers Weite Letters Showing 
How Seats Can “Be Purchased of 
Speculators When House Is “Sold 
Out”—One Parchaser Buys Choice 
Admissions, Though “House” Pe. 
fuses—Another Sees Waiting Line 
Ignored for Outsider at Garrick. 


Citizens in Increasing numbers are com- 
plaining of thé attitude of the theaters of 
Chicago In encouraging the operations of 
ticket speculators. 

A number of theater patrons have written 
to THE TRIBUN® ietters touching on the sits 
uation, in which they explain the process 
by which they have been able to purchase 
tickets of speculators, though advised from 
the box offices of theaters that “all seats 
are sold.’”” 

Instances are cited where persons have 
been offered choice seats by speculators 
standing near the windows of box offices 
through which the progpective purchasers 
had just been informed of the “ sold out ”’ 
condition of the theater. 


“House Sold’”’; Tickets Plenty. 

One complainant writes: 

*“ Reading of the occurrence at the Gar- 
rick theater in today’s issué, will attest to 
the fact that the methods stated are resorted 
to at the Garrick. A request Was made at the 
box office at that theater yesterday for four 
seats not farther than ten rows back, for 
the first performance for which they could 
be given, This request was denied with the 
explanation that all such seats had been sold. 
While standing in line a man &pproached the 
box office and spoke over the head of the 
first man in Hne and was handed five pack- 
eges of six tickets each. The methods prac- 
ticed by theaters and scalpers are ‘ rotten ’ 
a your crusade should not be discontin-. 
ue ee 


Shows How System Works. 

Another theater patron says: 

“ About @ yeat ago, while efitertaining an 
out of town customer, I went to the Grand 
ticket office about 6 o'clock p. m. and asked 
for tickets for two seats in the front row 
and was advised that they were ali sold out. 
From there I went to the Sherman house and 
hed dinner, after which I inquired of the 
ticket broker there if he could furnish me 
with two tickets for the Grand in the front 
row. He advised me that he had none, but 
would call up the Grand ticket office and 
ascertain what they had. They advised him 
over the telephone that they had the re- 
quired ticket* and he advised them to hold 
the tickets until called for. Then'he gave 
me an order and I went to the box office at 
the Grand and got my tickets. 


Theater “Sold”; Speculator Not. 

“ Yesterday 1 had practically the same ex- 
perience in endeavoring to get theater tick- 
ets. I called up the Grand box office from my 
store about 4:30 p. m. and asked ff they had 
two seats in the first row fonthat night, and 
was informed that they had nothing, *' all 
sold out’ to the ninth row. I immediately 
went to the ticket broker in the Stratford 
hotel, asked for two tickets for the Grand in 
the first row, and was informed the ist they 
had was two tickets in the second row on the 
aisle. When I informed the young lady who 
was waiting on me that these would not 
answer, she asked me to wait until she called 
up the box office at the Grand, and did so by 
calling Central 4987, and asked whether or 
not they had two tickets in the front row, 
and they advised her they had two, on the 
aisle, and she remarked, *‘ How nice,” and 
advised them (the Grand ticket office) to hold 
the tickets for ordér No. 40. She then gave 
me the order calling for such tickets, and 1 
paid her for them $4, I took the order to the 
Grand ticket office at 8:15 p. m. and received 
the two tickets.” 


Offers to Assist a Fund. 


A letter from William G. Beek, Washington 
street and Wabash avenue, is expressive. 
It says: 

“I will as my part of a fund donate $25 to- 
ward the elimination of ticket brokers or 
scalpers in Chicago. 

‘‘I reached the Garrick box office about 10 
o’clock on Thursday and could only secure 
seats in the seventeenth row for next Thurs- 
day. By paying an advance I could ge all 
I wanted and at any time.’’

Reproducti hn of Single Rooms in 
Which Families Eat, Sleep, 
and Work to Be Feature. 


Mrs. Charles Henrotin, chairman of the 
committee on arrangements of the Chicago 
industrial exhibit, received word yesterday 
from Gov. Deneen that he will preside at the 
opening event this afternoon in Fullerton 
hall, Art institute. The exhibit proper will 
open at Brooke's casino tomorrow morning 


at 11 o'clock. 
Gov. Deneen will be introduced at the Ful- 


lerton hall meeting by Mrs. Henrotin. The 


following will spedk: 
John Mitchell, president of the United Mine 
Workers. 


Charles P. Neill, United States commissioner of 


labor. 

Miss Mary McArthur, secretary of the British 
Woman’s Trade Union league. 

Prof. Edward O. Ross of the University of Wis- 


consin. 

The committee on arrangements and fn- 
stallation has made every effort to offer 
the greatest industrial exhibit ever given 
in the west. Women in charge predict it 
will surpass those tly given in New 
York City and Philadelphia. 

Workers will be busy all today getting ex~ 
hibits ready for the formal opening. It was 
impossible to get the hall for a long enough 
time prior to the opening to warrant the close 
observance of “ union hours ’’ and the a day 


of rest.’’ 

Forget Hour and Wage Schedule, 
‘In most of the union exhibits last night 
men and women were busy without any con- 
cern about the’ hour or wage schedule. With 
the noise of the hammer, the tread of hurry- 
ing feet, the arrival of wagon load after 
wagon load of exhibit material and the 
clamor of voices, the casino looked the 
part of an “Industrial exhibit.” Mrs. Charles 
Henrotin and Mrs. Lenora Hamlin, manager 
of the municipal museum and chairman of 
the committee on installation, superintended 
the work. 

Exhibits will be unique. Just before the 
entrance will be an exact reproduction of a 
row of houses, the original of which are on 
the west side within two blocks of Hull 
house. On one isa placard which reads: 

This room is @ reproduction of one in which each 
week fifty pounds of nutmeats are picked. The 
workers are the mother, a child of 5 years, and, 
after school hours, three boys 11, 10, and 9 years 
old. For the work they receive from the whole- 
sale dealer the total sum of $3, or 6 cents a pound. 


Real Sweatshops to Be Seen. 

To make the picture complete, the mother 
and children will occupy the room just as 
they do the original, and pick nuts. In the 
single room of the next hovel will be an 
exact reproduction of a miserable little bak- 
ery found by Sanitary Inspector Hedrick. 
Then there will be sweat shops, with real 
workers, where the whole family lives and 
works in one squalid room. On the other 
side of the room and in the gallery will be 
model shops of all kinds. The central ex- 
hibit will be the model bakery, in which 
clubwomen will serve bakery lundh each 
day. Mrs. George Bass of the Chicago Wom- 
an's club ts “ head waitress "’ in this exhibit. 
Her assistants the first day will be from the 
Consumers’ league. They are Mrs. Mather 
Smith, Mrs. Kellogg Fairbank, Mrs. Peas- 
ley-Burling, and Mrs. William Monroe. 

The exhibits generally will emphasize the 
need of reform in conditions under which 
women and children work. Statistics in 
large black letters showing problems of 
woman labor adorn the walls. The purport 
of the exhibit is well summed up on the big 
posters that advertise it, as follows: 

po You KNOW HOW— 
Women must work in sweatshops and factories? 
Children are made to work in mines and glass 


factories? 

Consumptives, cooks, and diseased tallors bake 
and make clothes? 

Machines kill and maim 500,000 persons a year? 

Find out how working conditions have been and 
how they should be improved at the industrial ex- 
hibit. 

One of the principal exhibits will be a dem- 
onstration of the necessity of a better ma- 
chinery protection law in this state.

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RAILROAD FARES AN ITEM. 


MAJOR LEAGUERS WILL PAY 367,- 
837.68 ON CIROUIT THIS YEAR. 


Regulations Will Not Permit Old 
' RRates and Magnates Will Hav@« to 
Pay 2 Cents a Mile, Which Runs 
Into Small Fortune — Americans 
Will Hand Out $34,661.88 and Na- 
tionals $83,175.80—Circuit Chas- 


ing Most Expensive for Pirates. 


Mew York, March 9.—[Special.J—In the 
budget-of expenses of the baseball! clubs this 
geason there is one item that is sure to be 
considerably higher than it was in 1906. 
That item is for railroad fares. Representa- 
tives of the trunk lines clustered around 
Presidents Johnson and Pulliam when they 
were here at the recent meetings and tear- 
fully told them that owing to the rate regu~ 
lations they would be unable hereafter to 
grant any cheap fares and that all traffic of 
baseball men would be at the tariff of 2 
cents a mile per capita. 

Heretofore a rate of 1% cents per mile 
often has been secured, and as the teams 
pow travel around the circuits with a party 
of from sixteen to twenty,. instead of about 
fifteen, as in the old days, the increase is 

-going to eat up quite a few admissions. 


$67,837.68 for Railroad Fares. 

According to the schedules, the American 
league clubs will have to travel a distance 
of 96,283 miles in order to fill their cham- 
pionship dates, while the National league 
teams will traverse 92,155 miles in pursuance 
of the same object. Assuming that each 
club carriesighteen men on a trip, and that 


average is not high, as the Highlanders often 


went on tour with over twenty in the party 
last season, the amount to be paid to the 
railroads for fares alone will foot up $67,- 
837.68, of which the Johnsonites will pay 
$34,661.88 and the Pulliamites will furnish 
$33,175.89. 

If the pennant races were to be decided by 
the number of miles each club has to travel, 
the next series for the world’s championship 
Would be fought between Pittsburg and 
Cleveland, while the tailenders would be 
Philadelphia in the National and New York 
in the American. The Pirates will have to 
gO over more than 6,000 miles of territory 
than the Phillies are scheduled to cover, one 
reason for this being that the Smoky City 
men are constantly leaving home to fill Sun- 
day engagements in Cincinnati, Chicago, and 
St. Louis.

SLOW MAKiNG UP THEIR TEAMS. 


Azecrican Association Managers Hav- 


ing Trouble Getting Enough Play- 
ers for Coming Season. 


Louisville, Ky., March 9.—[Special.]—Not 
in years havethe American association clubs 
had the difficulty in getting their teams 
straightened out that they are experiencing 
this time, and with few exceptions the man- 
agers are having all sorts of troubié.

This is due in part to the fact that Owner 
Lennon has been out on the Pacific coast, but 
now he is back again and he probably will 
close some of the deals pending for big league 
men.

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Queer Baseball Curves. 


BY NUGH 5. 


Every once in awhile we hear of pitchers 
‘who have remarkable contro! of the base- 
ball which they pitch to the batter. This 
remarkable control is one of the puzzles 
of baseball. The phrase. means a lot— 

and again, it means nothing. There are 
men who are as good marksmen with a 
baseball as ever a rifie shot was of his bul- 
let, but even these lose control some- 
times without any apparent reason. 
Again there are notoriously “ wild” 
pitchers who, on certain days, can make 
the ball go exactly where they will it 
shall go. 


A few intimate talks with pitchers, how- 
ever, will make their performances seem 
more astounding, and especially wnen 
they will assure you that often they are 
astounded to see where the ball goes. 

There are wonderful tales told by 
pitchers and catchers of strange perform- 
ances of baseballs between the time they 
leave the fingers of the pitcher and strike 
the mitt of the catcher. Any experi- 
enced catcher or pitcher will confess, that 
half a dozen times during a game they 
see the ball take some petuliar shoot, per- 
haps exactly opposite to the one they in- 
tended it should take. This is due, ‘in 
every case, to one or two causes: Either 
some unintentional friction of the ball 
against the pitcher's fingers just as it left 
his hand changed its rotary motion, or 
it encountered some strata or current of 
air that had the same effect of changing 
ite motion. 

—~o— 

The Philadelphia National league 
grounds are built in a deep hollow, and 
the playing field is entirely surrounded 
by brick and stone stands—immense build- 
ings. Al Orth, when he was pitching 
there, was troubled at times with sudden 
loss of control of the ball. As he is one 
of the steadiest pitchers in the business 
it worried him, and he was puzzled to 
watch the strange antics of the ball in 
the air. He is a pitcher who doeg not rely 
on speed, most of his effective work being 
with slow, twisting curves and a puzzling 
change of pace, and it is well known that 
the slow twisters are more Hable to be 
affected by wind and stray alr currents 
than the fast ones. One afternoon Orth 
was pitching in great form against Bos- 
ton. The day was exceedingly hot and not 
a breath of air was stirring down in the 
playing field. He had Boston beaten up 
to the seventh inning, when suddenly he 
lost control of the ball and commenced 
letting men walk to first. The harder he 


tried to get them over the worse his con- 


trol got, and when he turned to straight 
speed the Bostonians began to hit. He 
could not make a curve go anywhere he 
wanted it to go, and he tried in vain to 
make his slow curve break right. The 
thing that puzzled him was that his slow 
out would start to break right, then re- 
verse and break in and drop. He tried it 
again and again. | 

At the end of the inning he wanted to 
quit. The game still was safe, but having 
lost control he didn’t want to throw the 
game away. The manager told him to 
go on. He ran out to the coaching line 
at first base, and half way down the line 
was surprised to find a strong current of 
cool air blowing from under the big 
stands—and, looking, discovered that one 
of the huge exit doors, thirty feet wide 
and over twenty feet high, had been 
opened, and the air was rushing through 
there. 

He walked back to the manager and re- 
marked: 

‘Just have that door closed and we'll 
win.”’ 

The door was closed and his curves 
ceased to go wrong, so he won the game. 

Never after that would he pitch until 
he examined the air currents that blow 
across the well-like yard. He figuredthat 
the current of air changed the motion of 
his curve, checked its rotation, and de- 
flected it from its path. 

—. 

Virgil Garvin, better known as “ Nava- 
sota Ned, tha Demon Texan,’ had the 
greatest assortment of curves of any 
pitcher that ever pitched. and some that 
never were duplicated. His most puzzling 
ball was a fast in drop which Tim Dono- 
hue always vowed broke both ways be- 
fore it came up to the plate. First it 
curved slightly outward, then broke back 
and dropped suddenly, and when it was 
delivered close in to the batter it was 
practically unhittable. Garvin pitched 
that curve with his hard straight over

his head, with the wrist turned until the 
back of his hand was towards the plate, 
with the index finger of, his hand lapped © 
over the next finger, and he let the ball 
go off the first joint of the Index finger, 
rubbing slightly on the third finger as it 
went. 


The antics that the ball performed in the 
air were remarkable, even when the curve 
was going right, but when wind was blow- 
ing or when the ball was “ wingy ” it 
would make the most astounding shoots 
that ever worried a catcher. 

One day in Brooklyn Garvin was pitch- 
ing, and pitching well, and apparently 
Kittridge was catching a wretched game. 
The little fellow was having all sorts 
of trouble, dropping pitched balls, mess- 
ing over everything, and fuming and fret- 
ting. Donohue was sitting on the bench 
cackling with laughter at Kit’s troubles, 
Finally, in the fourth inning, a pitched 
ball jammed one of Kit’s fingers and he 
retired. 


Tim, still chuckling, paced up to his po- 
sition and signaled Garvin for his “snake” 
curve. The first one he pitched took a 
sudden shoot, tipped the end of Tim's 
mitt, and rapped him on the knee cap. 
Kit simply howled during ali the rest of 
the game. 

That night Kit, Tim, and Garvin dis- 
cussed it. They vowed that the ball was 
breaking out and then, just as it came to 
the batter, it suddenly shot downward, as 
if with redoubled speed. None of them 
could explain it. I figured out a theory 
~—and they thought that might beit. That 
afternoon a high wind was blowing di- 
rectly towards the,stands. Now the 
stands are semi-circular, and the roof is 
high, giving the grandstand an extraor- 
dinary pitch. The only way I could fig- 
ure it ‘was that the wind, in piling up under 
the roof, waa swirling downward and af- 
fecting the course of the ball. Of course, 
if the wind current struck theball as it 
was breaking, it would make the break 
much sharper. 

When I had evolved the theory both 
catchers declared that, while the wind had 
been blowing directly in their faces all 
afternoon, they had suffered from a chilly 
feeling from wind blowing on the backs 
of their necks—which helped the theory. 

> 

One of the funniest freak curves that 
I ever witnessed happened many years 
ago, in Chicago, and it cost Anson a 
game. 

Bill Hutchinson was the victim. The 
game was close, but hardly as close as 
the day. It was one of those sultry, dead 
days that come sometimes in Chicago 
when the lake breeze goes on strike. The 
only wind there was came in flerce gusts 
off the prairies, hotter than the still air, 
These heat squalls sprang up every few 
minutes and then died down to a dead 
calm. 

The game was tied up, two men were 
out, and Pop Corkhill was on second 
when Hutch started to pitch the ball that 
he thought would end the game, or at least 
end Cincinnati’s chance of winning. He 
decided on a fast curve, wound up and 
cut loose. At that instant a violent gust 
of wind, a miniature eyclone, twisting, 
whirling, and lifting the dust, whirled 
across between the pitcher’s box and the 
plate. The ball struck it, and In a trice 
(which is the tenth of a second) the ball 
erashed through the little cyclone, missed 
Kittridge’s hands by fully five feet, and 
went to the stands. Corkhill scored, and 
the game was won by the reds. 

Whether to give it a wild pitch or a 
passed ball we could not figure out. 


~~ 

Managers always test the wind before 
selecting a pitcher, and often a change 
of wind during a game will cause them to 
take one man out of the box and send 
another in. But Clark Griffith is, I be- 
lieve, the only pitcher who ever consults 
a barometer before pitching. He claim’ 
that his slow twisters and his puzzling 
slow ball work better in heavy atmos- 
phere than in light. 

Grif also claims that it is a fact that 
he can pitch better near the sea than he 
ever could in high altitudes—bhut then 
Grif never was a great success up around 
Missoula and in that circuit—and he likes 
New York, which may have something 
to do with his theory. There is, however, 
no flaw in his argument, for the heavier 
the atmosphere, the more a ball curves, 
and slow curves are more susceptible to 
atmospheric pressure than fast ones.

SCHABFER AND SUTTON MEET 
TOMORROW MIGHT. 


Veterans at Orchestra Hall Will Pliay 
500 Poeints for 18-1 Balk Line 
Championship and $500 a Side— 
Cue Battle Will Be First Match at 
That Style of Billiards Piayed in 
Chicago Since 1898S, When Ives and 
“The Wisard’’ Met. 


Considerable interest is belng manifested in 
the 18-1 balk line championship match, 500 
points up and $500 a side, between George 
Sutton, holder of the title, and Jake Schaefer 
at Orchestra hali tomorrow night: 

This will be the first match at that style of 
billiards played in Chicago since April 4, 
1898. The contestants in that game wpre the 
late Frank Ivesand Schaefer. A few Months 
prior the latter, who had defeated George 
Slosson for the title, was defeated-600 to 426. 
Ives averaged 15, with a high run of 91. He 
declined to take the emblem, which then re- 
verted to the donors. Sutton, the present 
holder of the title, twice secured it by default, 
the first. time from Schaefer in Paris and re- 
cently from Willie Hoppe. 


Game a Difficult One. 


Sutton lost it to Maurice Vignaux, who in 

turn was defeated by Hoppe. The iatter de- 
fended it against Slosson and Schaefer, and 
Had accepted Sutton's challenge to play last 
December, but defaulted to accept an en- 
gagement in a billiard academy at Ameter- 
dam. The game is the most difficult of all 
ball to ball. games, and is better adapted to 
an open table player than a line nurser like 
Sutton. 
- The “ Wizard,” as Schaefer generally is 
known, has been before the public thirty- 
five years, during which time he has held 
championships at all styles of bilMards, He 
now is in his fifty-second year and played 
his first match at Indianapolis in 1878, His 
opponent was his old rival, George Slosson, 
the game was the old three bali carom, and 
the score was: Slosson, 500; Schaefer, 321. 
The latter came to the front rapidly after 
that and has been considered the most mar- 
velous expert in the billiard world. 


Sutton Slow to Progress. 

Sutton has been playing professional bil- 
Mards since early in the '90s, his first match 
being with Joseph Capron in Canada. He 
did not make much headway at first, but he 
stuck to his knitting and perfected a “ sys- 
tem” of play. principally the line nurse, 
that brought him into the champion class, 


High Class Work in New York. 

The class A amateur championship billiard 
tournament now in progress at the Lieder- 
kranz club In New York City is the best, from 
an average standpoint and all around general 
billiards, of any event of its kind in the his- 
tory of championship tourneys. The best 
run, 120. made by the late Wayman C. Mc- 
Creery in 1899, still stands unbeaten, and the 
high average, 18 12-16, made by Wilson P. 
Foss in 1903, was the record until Friday 
afternoon, when J. F. Poggenburg surpassed 
it by averaging 21 14-16. This mark stood 
only a few hours, 4s Demarest, in the night 
game with Dr. Mial, wiped it out with an 
average of 27 3-11. 

McCreery’s run was made in a 400 point 
game, while the present tourney games are 
at only 300, and the opportunities for big runs 
therefore are limited.

Success with Hetty G. Helps Murphy. 
There may, in individual instances, be some 


| truth in this contention, but as a rule to be 


The 
young eastern trainer, Murphy, who has had 
such success in the last few years, first be- 
came known to the general public and to the 
owners of most of the high class horses he is 
now training, through his success on the 
half mile tracks down east with the hobbled 
pacer, Hetty G. That old mare, which could 
not go unless her legs were fastened to- 
gether, brought Murphy right {nto the lime- 
light, and he will stay there by reason of 
his ability, being just as good a driver as 
he was before Hetty came to his barn. 

The fastest mile I ever heard of Vance 
Nuckols riding in a race was one better than 
2:05 last season behind the hobbled pacer, 
Italia, which was reported to have heart 
disease as well as hobblieitis. Nuckols is sure 
he can “ fish” a trotter just as well as he 
could before he drove hobbled pacers. Walter 
Cox is a finished reingsman, but he is up be- 
hind a hobbler when occasion calls for that 
sort of a mount. It is@ll right for Geers 
and others who have reached the happy 
stage where they have the first choice at the 
apple barrel to decry the driving of hobbled 
pacers, but as long as a horse with the straps 
can win five straight races in the grand cir- 
cult, as Rudy Kip did for Murphy last year, 
and then bring more than $5,000 at auction, 
there will be drivers of skill and repute ready 
to take the mount behind that sort of nag. 


McMahon Not Averse to Hobblers. 

here is no better race driver than Dick 
McMahon, east or west, nor is there another 
one that can take better care of himself and 
his horse after the word has been given to 
a big field of trotters or pacers. McMahon 
does not get his arms as high as some other 
drivers who have shown themselves capable 
reinsmen, nor does he indulge in the motion- 
less finish characteristic of Geers, where- 
fore to the general public, perhaps, he is 
not so great a driver, but horsemen know, 
and are free to say, that the man that beats 
McMahon to the wire in an even hook up 
must have the best horse. McMahon drives 
hobbled pacers, and drives them well. He 
has not yet complained that the work of 
hurling an exhausted hobbler under the wire 
in a tight finish has taken from his ability 
as a reinsman. The same sort of exertion 
with ea lop eared trotter at the same stage 
of nervous prostration would be just as bad 
on his “ hands’’ as the work of sculling a 
hobbled pacer into port a Httle behind the 
scheduled time possibly could be. 

The faddists who have about convinced 
themselves that driving hobbled ’ pacers 
makes bad jocks out of men that had pre- 
viously shown their ability as reinsmen will 
have to discover some other form of excite- 
ment. Good drivers are born that way, and 
sighting a hobbled pacer or two will not un- 
make them. As to whether the hobbled 
pacer has any advantage over one with ite 
legs free when it comes to racing there is 
a division of opinion. McHenry says no, and 
years ago he told me the story of how he beat 
the hobbled wonder Chehalis with Search- 
light. 


Horse with Straps Tires. 

McHenry’s idea was that several times 
during any heat where he is forced to step 
right up to his clip the hobbler will make a 
shift in his gait, and were it not for the 
presence of the hobbies he would break, and 
probably be distanced. For this reason, when 
Searchlight and Chehalis met McHenry 
watched the other horse, lying alongside of 
him and making a rush every time Chehalis 
would shuffie a little and go into the hobbies. 
Then, when the other horse took back be- 
cause he was forced to, McHenry would take 
Searchlight right back with him. ‘Three or 
four moves of this sort would make the hob- 
bler pretty tired, and McHenry and Search- 
light beat Chehalis that day, although it 
meant the establishing of a world’s record 
for a 4 year old pacer in a race of three heats 
to do the trick. 

Having given in this column some account 
of the young trotters which look to havea 
chance in the stakes this year, I am impelled 
to print the néws concerning about the most 
wonderful 2 year old trotter the world has 
geen since the days of Arion—provided no 
mistake in the timing of the youngster was 
made. This colt is a son of the pacer Coun- 
cil Chimes, 2:07%, a grand circuit winner ofa 
few seasons back, and a horse which hada 
lot of class. The colt is called Chimes Stults, 
a happy combination of the names of his 
sire and his owner. It is recorded in one of 
the turf journals that the colt never was 
hitched until late in May, 1906, and that in 
August he “ several times trotted an eighth 
in 15 seconds, and on the last week of that 
month trotted a quarter in 82 seconds.” 


Colt Not Entered in Stakes. 

The colt is owned in Oklahoma, and, un- 
fortunately for his owner, is not entered in 
any stakes. I fthere was no mistake about 
the 2 year old trials he ought to beat 2:10 
like nothing at all next summer, and it will 
be interesting to keep an eye peeled in the 
direction of Rushville, Ind. (where the home 
made midwinter records come from), and 
see what happens, as he is to be worked over 
the track at that place. 

It takes a high class 2 year old to pacea 
mile in 2:14, that being the record for trotting 
filies of that age, but a colt which could step 
an eighth in fifteen seconds in three months 
from the time he was first hitched, ought to 
do even better than that, and as a3 year old 
the world’s trotting record for that age should 
offer no serious difficulties to him. The dam 
of this colt was by Gilman McGregor, which 
has a trotter with a mark better than 2:06 
to his credit, while his sire, Council Chimes, 
is by Chimes, sire of a world’s champion 
trotter, The Abbot, 2:084%, so there is nothing 
inherently impossible for the Oklahoma colt 
in the trotting line. It would be a great 
feather in the cap of Oklahoma to produce 
a world beating colt trotter, even if it is 
not engaged in the big stakes for that age.

Austin and Aurora Motoriéts Notify 
President Gunther They Will Take 
Part in Blazing the Trail—Dealers 
Are Given Until April 15 te Report 
on the Ten Routes Selected by the 
Commission—No Alarm Is Felt Over 
Action of N. A. A. M. 


Two more clubs have enrolled themselves 
under the banner of the sign board campaign 
and will assist the Chicago Motor club, the 
Chicago Automobile club, the Chicago Auto- 
mobile Trade association, and the Ilinols 
State Automobile association in the move- 
mem to tag the crossroads of the states with 
signs. 

The Austin Automobile club was the first 
recruit, and hardly had President Gunther 
and Secretary Plew finished congratulating 
each other when they got word from Aurora, 
Il., that the Aurora Automobile club was 
willing to help all it could and that # would 
begin May 1 to erect the signs. All con- 
fusing points on the road between Pigin and 
Aurora will be tackled and the signboards 
put up, and the club also will turn its atten- 
tion to directing motorists through the maze 
of streets in Aurora which have proved mys- 
tifying to those tourists whocome from Elgin 
and are headed for Chicago. 


Guideboards at Aurora. 

It is easy to get into Aurora coming from 
Chicago, but hard to get out, so the club will 
put guideboards at Root and Fox streets, 
Main and Broadway, Lake and Downer place, 
Fox and Broadway, and Root and New York 
streets. Those Chicagoans who took part in 
the reliatjlity run of the Chicago Automo- 
bile Trade association last summer will re- 
member that it was at these points they be- 
came confused. Indeed, the exploring party 
which laid out the course had difficulty at 
these points. 

President Gunther has decided to extend 
the time for exploring the ten routes se- 
lected by the commission and will give the 
dealers until April 15 to report to him. Sec- 
retary Plew is opening headquarters and 
will send out his letter to the motorists of 
the state some time this week. It is expected 
he will receive financial assistance from 
many quarters, and that the commission can 
at once start its campaign. ‘ 


Motor Club to Meet. 


The Chicago Motor club, through Secretary 
Greenburg, has issued a call for a special 
meeting at the New,Southern hotel Tuesday 
night, at which time the club will listen to the 
reports of the Glidden, legislative, contest, 
and race committees. Confidence is expressed 
by the members of the club in the success 
of their campaign to have the Glidden tour 
start from New York and finish in Chicago. 
Chairman Van Sicklen of that committee at- 
tended the meeting of the A. A. A. touring 
board in Buffalo, and while he brought back 
nothing for publication, it is believed he will 
be able to make a cheery report to the club. 

Another point in the club’s favor, it is 
argued, is that Charles J. Glidden, donor of 
the trophy, has come out in an interview, 
and declared his preference for a route run- 
ning from New York to Chicago, and has said 
the southern roads are unfit for a tour of the 
rature of the Glidden. That this will have 
some weight with the committee that selects 
the route is believed by the Chicagoans. 


Action Creates No Alarm. 

Not much alarm is felt over the action of 
the National Association of Automobile Man- 
ufacturers, which at its Wednesday meeting 
declared against competitive tours which 
evolved an individual winner. Instead it 
would prefer a pleasure tour, in which the 
strenuous features are eliminated and in 
which the club bringing through the largest 
number of finishers shall be declared the win- 
ner of the trophy. 

Those who are familiar with the action 
taken by the makers with regard to minor 
shows believe this action can be construed 
the same way-—that while the makers will 
not take part as manufacturers, they will 
not object if any of thelr agents enter. This 
leaves a loophole that many probably will 
take advantage of. Also entries are not made 


‘by makera, but by individuals, who must be 


members of clubs affiliated with the American 
Automobile association. The American Mo- 
tor Car Manufacturers’ association has re- 
belled against the N. A. A. M. and saysit will 
support the Glidden. 


May Hold “Show Week.’’ 


Another meeting of local importance is 
scheduled for tomorrow night, and also in 
the New Southern. Secretary Fred E. Day- 
ton, recently elected, has taken advantage of 
the new supply of stationary furnished him 
and has sent out a call for the dealers to 
assemble and discuss the advisability of 
holding a “‘ show week ” as a sort of aspring 
show, when all the stores on tht row will 
put on their gala dress and special attention 
will be given to the display of cars. 

Down for discussion also is the associa- 
tion’s competition campaign. The dealers 
will talk over economy runs, feliability con- 
tests, and hill climbs, and decide whether or 
not they wish to continue as promoters or 
turn over to one of the clubs the promotion 
of the various events. 


PREP FANS ARE SURPRISED 
BY ACTION OF THE BOARD. 


Reinstatement of North Division Ath- 
letes Catches Youngsters Unprepared 
for Second Preliminary Meet. 


High school indoor track athletics produced 
several surprises last week. ‘The reinstate- 
ment of the North Division football players 
at the last moment before the second pre- 
liminary meet not only surprised the fans of 
other schools but the north side boys them- 
selves.

If the entire north side team had been in the 
meet the results.might have been different, 
as several of the best men were unable to get 
out. The fatlure of Rogers to take the pole 
vault at the height of 10 feet 4 inches also 
was a surprise, bet Rogers explains his de- 
feat by claiming is not in the best of con- 
dition because of waiting for the report of 
the board. 

Smith and McMurray of University High 
furnished another surprise by winning the 
polt vault. Neither had had any previous 
experience and were entered only to take 
a possible third place. Wampler’s feat of 
breaking the records in the 220 yard dash 
also was unexpected. The 220 yard dash 
was figured out to go to Kuhns of Wendell 
Phillips.

In the shot-put the red and black 
team proved to be strong and landed first 
and second places. Even then Roche, the 
man who was expected to take it, did not 
compete, having left the south side school 
last week and entered Washington university 
at St. Louis.

AVOID FINESSE IN BRIDGE, 
DECLARES WHIST EXPERT. 


A. R. Metcalfe Admits It Is Fascinating 
Play, but Advises Against Its Use— 
Examples of Some Reoent Hands. 


{BY A. R. METCALFE.] 

Undoubtedly the most fascinating element 
of bridge is the finesse. It is fascinating in 
any game, but much more so in bridge on ac- 
count of the dummy hand being exposed. 
This being the cage, it seems like a heresy 
to say that probably the prettiest play in 
bridge is to avoid the finesse altogether, but, 
nevertheless, this is a fact. 

The expert player always will aim to force 
his adversaries in a position where they 
are compelled to lead into his tenace suits, 
and not broach such suits unless absolutely 
compelled to do so by the absence of any 
better play. 

In bridge also the finesse ts governed by 
the score, as it is not in any other game of 
cards. Ifa player can win the game without 
the finesse the finesse should be refused, no 
matter how strong the indications point to- 
wards its winning; on the other hand, if the 
game cannot be won without the finesse, it 
should be taken, even although the discards 


its losing. 
Deal of Interest. 
A deal of considerable interest occurred at 


the Wednesday night tourney of the Chicago 
Whist club. The hands: 


A, 6, 2. 
Jack of clufs turned by west and north to 
lead. 
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Score: North and South eight tricks. 
East’s Play Unusual. 


The play of east at trick four was unusual, 
but by no means without reason, the line of 
argument used by the player in question 
being as follows: The best method of estab- 
lishing a five card suit headed by jack, ten, 
nine is to lead the top of it and perhaps kill 
an honor second in hand. If this play were 
not made by east at trick four it was evi- 
dent it never could be made until east again 
recovered the lead with the ace of hearts, 
there being no other possible card of re- 
entry in that hand. But after the loss of 
the ace of hearts, in all probability, it would 
do east no good to establish his diamonds, 
as he would be unable to get in and make 
them. 

The fallacy of this reasoning lies tn the 
fact that west has deliberately led trumps 
after ruffing the second round of spades, and, 
in spite of the fact that a strong spade 
suit is probably established in the north 
hand. Therefore, as west led from but four 
trumps remaining he must have a strong sult 
of diamonds or hearts. If it be the former 
certainly east should assist his partner to 
dispose of the adversaries’ trumps as rapidly 
as possible; if, on the other hand, west 
should be found with a strong heart suit, 
it undoubtedly would be better for east and 
west to develop hearts instead of diamonds. 

Club the Proper Lead. 
There also is another objection to the lead 
of anything but a club at trick four, which 
consists of the impression which west is al- 
most bound to receive—that his partner has 
notrump remaining. And to dispose of east’s 
argument altogether the final fact remains 
that west was just as liable to win a finesse 
in. the trump suit as in diamonds.

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Play Along Regulation Lines.

Army Council Discovers That Gym- 
hastic Exercise in Vogue Since

LONDON, March 9.—Thursday’s papers re- 

ported an inquest upon an old soldier who 
died of heart failure, which the doctor who 
made the post-mortem examination said was 
due to the pernicious practice in the British 
army of puffing out the chest.. Such evidence 
never had been given at the inquest, yet 
strangely enough yesterday it was reported 
how this doctor’s views already had been 
adopted by the army council. The fact is, 
‘puffed out chests’’ have been abolished 
from the British army after an official ex- 
istence of at least one hundred years. 
‘Chests out, stotiachs in,’ has been the 
familiar order on the drill grounds since the 
days of Waterloo, and probably long before. 
Now it is gone forever. The old system of 
army gymnastics has been abolished, and the 
Swedish system is to be instituted instead. 


Old System Abolished. 

The army councii made inquiries into the 
relative values of the British and Swedish 
systems of drill and found that experts and 
medical afficers unanimously pronounced 
the British dumbbell system to be antiquated 
unecientific, and a stupid perversion of the 
ways of nature. The Swedish system was 
everything that could be desired from a 
physical culture point of view. 

Discussing the army’s gymnasium work 
an officer intimately acquainted with the old 
system said: 

‘The puffed chest is a delusion which has 
succumbed to scientific knowledge of the 
human body. It came into existence purely 
for show purposes or from false analogy. It 
was probably seem that men deep in the 
chest were strong men and old drill sergeants 
probably imagined that by making men 
throw out their chests they would make 
them strong as well as look strong, which is 
a complete mistake. 

‘‘Instead of strengthening a man, puffing 
out his chest tends to weaken him, «s it 
throws a strain upon the heart. We now 
tell the men to be sure and not puff their 
chests out. If you puff your chest out and 
do dumbbell exercise you are to hold your 
breath. That strains the heart. Any ex- 
notes which prevents breathing freely is 
bad. 


Paris, March 8.—An association known as 
the Société Generale des Prisons at its last 
meeting discussed the question, “ Shall cap- 
ital punishment be abolished and replaced by 
perpetual imprisonment?’”’ Joseph Reinach, 
a senator, proposes to replace capital] pun- 
ishment with hard labor for life. This plan 
contrasts considerably with that of the min- 
istry which is said to recommend life impris- 
onment, six years of which shall be solitary. 

Reinach calis attention to the law in the 
Netherlands by which the period in a cell 
ie fixed at five years. He says that if the 
French parliament pronounces for the min- 
istry’s project he will argue in favor of the 
five years’ clause with respect to cell im- 
prisonment. ; 

Reinach also is opposed to the governmental 
plan of a perpetual cell sentence for a crim- 
inal sentenced to lifé imprisonment who 
shall have been guilty ofa secondcrime. He 
cites the fact that the Italian law at this 
point is less severe. « > 


Premeditated Killings on Decrease, 

He mentions that the number of assaseina- 
tions and homicides with premeditation has 
decreased slightly since 1850, but the number 
of murdere and homicides without premedita- 
tion since 1880 has increased. This increase, 
he argues, like that of insanity, must be at- 
tributed to alcoholism. 

Reinach argues on the familiar lines that 
the death penalty was an improvement on 
ancient torture metnods and that humanity 
now can demand the suppression of the death 
penalty, ae through the development of 
morals, customs, and scientific ideas the 
nineteenth century presented fewer crimes 
than the eighteenth. 

Henry Joly, a member of the institute, 
doubts the wisdom of the abolition of the 
death penalty. s+cie points out that death 
sentences are rare and applied only to per- 
sons who can never reénter society. The 
question then arises, he says, as to what to 
do with these individuals. He cites a recent 
case in’ Soleilland of a murderer who, he 
thinks, might not have committed a capital 
erime had he not borne in mind that juries 
frequently accord extenuating circumstances. 


Fears Murderers Will Not Suffer. 
Joly is opposed to life sentences in general 
bécause of the danger of too much leniency in 
treatment. He says he has seen life sentence

JAPAN RESENTS U.S. EXCLUSION 


Foreign Minister Hayashi Tries to Calm 


Angry Members of the Parlia- 
ment at Tokio. 


TOKIO, March 9.—Replying this afternoon | 
to a sensational interpellation in the house 
of representatives, in which the Japanese 


were represented as suffering humiliation at 
the hands of Americans, Foreign Minister 
Hayashi emphasized the importance of ap- 


proaching the question of Japan's relations 
with America in a peaceful spirit, as excite- 


ment would only tend to increase the diffi- 
culties and injure the traditional friendly re- 
lations of both nations. He also pointed out 


the indisputable good will of President Roose- 


velt and his government toward Japan, 


which, In accordance with the regulations

This assertion also re- 
ceives corroboration by perusal of the figures 
for 1905, as issued by the bureau of animal 
industry. The number of inspectors is given 
as forty; it therefore follows that to over- 
take the examination of 37,482 animalg each 
day each inspector will be required to xam- 
ine the carcasses and viscera of not less than 
987 animals, which is an utter impossibility. 
This calculation does not allow for holidays 
or fliness, otherwise the number of animals 
which would fail to be inspected by each in- 
spector would be materially increased”

Origin of Established Church. 


The established church of England is 
Protestant Episcopal, and its fundamental 
doctrines and tenets are embodied in the 
thirty-nine articles agreed upon in convoca- 
tion in 1562, shortly after the accession of 
Elizabeth, revised nine years later, in 1571, 
and reissued and confirmed by King James 
I, It may be said to date from the reign 
of King Edward VI. For although Henry 
VILE. was the first to quarrel with the papacy 
by gowpelling-the clergy to recognize the 
Supremacy of the crown, and by suppressing 
and confiscating the monasteries, yet he did 
not identify himself with any reformation 
of the-doctrines of the Roman Catholic 


_chureh, to which, indeed, he remained an 


adherent until his death. Far from being 
& champion of the reformation, he was an 
obstacle thereto, and it was not until: after 
his death and the accession to the crown of 
his son, King Edward VL, that England 
went over from Catholicism to a Protestant- 
ism, based upon the confession of Augsburg. 

Under Bloody Mary England was once 
more brought under the supremacy of Rome, 
but with: the advent to the throne of Queen 
Elizabeth, the Protestant doctrines once 
more obtained the upper hand, and the 
church of England as it now remains came 
into existence, Not only were the thirty-nine 
articles then adopted in their present form, 
but the book of common prayer, which is to 
all intents and purposes the liturgy of the 
church, was compiled, It is this prayer book 


that King Edward VIL, according to recent: 


letters from England, is now engaged in re- 
vising, in his capacity as supreme head of 
the church of England, with. the assistance 
and advice of the archbishop of Canterbury, 
with the object of adapting it to the require- 
ments and needs of the twentieth century. 
The book has been Subjected to several re- 
visions, notably by the so-called Hampton 
court conference in 1604, in the reign of King

King Is Head of Church. 


It would take too long to give here evena 
abbreviated history of the church of Eng- 
land, or to attempt to explain in what respect 
its doctrines differ from those of other Chris- 
tian denominations. Let it suffice to state 
that the sovereign is by law the supreme 
chief,of the church of England, possessing 
the right to regulate it, by a statute bearing 
the signature of Henry VIII., and to nomi- 
nate to the vacant archbishoprics and bishop- 
rics,'the form being to send to the dean and 
chapter of the vacant see the royal license 
or congé delire, to proceed to the election, 
accompanied by the king’s letter naming the 
person to be elected. In spite of the word 
“ congé,”’ the king’s letter is mandatory, and 
the dean and chapter have no alternative 
but to elect the candidate whom he nomi- 
nates. Afterward the royal assent and con- 
firmation of the election is signified under 
the great seal. This form only applies to the 
seep of old foundation. The bishoprics of 
Manchester, St. Albans, Liverpool, Truro, 
Newcastle. and Southwell are conferred di- 
rect by letters patent from the crown. The 
king also appoints to such deaneries, pre- 
bendaries, and canonries as are in the gift 
of the crown. 

He is. absolutely free to appoint whom he 
likes, and the church and government is 
powerless to influente or control the ap- 
pointment of bishops and archbishops. In 
1847 objections were made on theological 
grounds to the appointment of Dr. Hamp- 
den to the see of Hereford. Butit was found 
that there were no legal means of having 
thege objections brought forward. The 
church js to such an extent subject to the 
crown that the hierarchy and clergy are 
powerless. to alter the liturgy or the charac- 
ter of the services without the consent of 
the sovereign. He exercises this authority 
independently of parliament, and when he has 
determined upon the changes in the liturgy,

he will decree them,’ probabl + by means of 
an order of the privy counail, which repre- 
sents his will in the matter. The monarch 
is also the ultimate resort in questions touch- 
ing the orthodoxy of the clergy, their con- 
duct, their ministrations, and their morals. 
They are subject in the first place to the 


jurisdiction of their bishops. The ordinary 


ecclesiastical tribunal of first instance is the 
consistory court of each diocese, of which 


the bishop is the judge, though he is usually 
represented by his chancellor. From the de-— 


cision of this court the offending divine may 
appeal to the higher courts, and lastly to the 
sovereign in council, All questions of civil 
rights of the clergy are within the furisdic- 
tion of the secular courts. | 


Church’s Part in Legislation. 


In conclusion it may be mentioned that the 
urch of England is one of the estates of the 
realm, and as such has an integral part in all 
legislation, being represented by two. arch- 
bishops and by twenty-four bishops in the 
upper houge of the national legislature, 
where they rank not as peers of the realm 
but as lords of parliament, In fact, it isa 
question whether any legislation enacted 
by the house of lords would be valid if under- 
—— in the absence of the bishops and arch- 
shops. 7

tion of the Church of England was anterior 
to that of the state, and that when the coun- 
try was still divided into separate kingdoms 
the church had become one throughout the 
nce and was looked upon as a common 
center.

come over the political situation in London:

The alarm was 
raised by vague fears of socialism, which has 
received a staggering, sobering blow, but the 
defeat of the London radicals or progressives, 
as they are fond of designating themselves, 
is something more than a local event. It is 
recognized all over the country as a political 
disaster to the liberal government, and it is

The municipal reformers, who are mainly 
conservatives or unionists, have won a great 
victory twice over since the general par- 
liamentary elections, when the radicals were 
returned. The country council elections 
were regarded as something more than a big’ 
municipal fight: If was a trial of political’ 
strength; and, according to rumors: in«par-’ 
liamentary lobbies, it is likely to bring about 
a change in the tactics of the radical gov-

penged with altogether they are bound to impress themselves equally 
on the, economic ‘structure of society.

Many are the cases when it becomes the 
duty of the jury to do so, Judges are not infallible in their.construc- 
tions of the law; breaches of the law often are technical or trifling 
and not deserving of punishment; misfortune is frequently regarded 
as crime; and were it not for this humane and wise doctrine of the law 
the law itself would assume the character ofa fierce monster, ready 
to do the bidding of a malicious prosecutor or an arrogant judge. 

The efficacy of the jury system in Hmiting the arbitrary exercise 
of power so often attempted by judges is evidenced by, many instances

In 1670 William Penn, subsequently the founder of the common- 


wealth of Pennsylvanid, was tried upon the charge of unlawfully 
preaching, and,, with others, forming an unlawful. assembly in the 
streets of London. He was a-’Quaker and as such was obnoxious to 
the Church of England. The presiding judge, insijlled with religious 
prejudice and inflated with vain presumptions as to judicial infallibil- 
ity, viewed the Quaker preacher as a self-confessed lawbreaker, treated 
him with contempt, and to silence his protests ordered him to the rear 
of the courtroom.

those who.are so heedlessly proclaiming today the economic omnipo- 
tence of labor as opposed to the forces and classes by whom labor is 
directed, and the insensate folly of the view which is thus so confi- 
dently promulgated has, since the days of the French revolution, beep 
illustrated in the most striking and dramatic manner by some of the 
most striking facts of subsequent economic history. Not only has 
France. itself since then been obliged to restore conditions which make 
the life of the chemist secure,. but the great rival of France, and the 
industrial rival of Great Britain—namely: Germany——has, solely by 
the: genius of its chemists, as applied to economic processes, established 
industries—notably those connected with dyeing—which are the source 
of livelihood to thousands and tens of thousands of laborers. 

Henry George said, not consistently with a certain portion of his 
arguments—those in which he so strenuously defends the rights of the 
private capitalist——that to place the control of the many in the hands 
of the few ‘was te stand a pyramid on its apex. To him this seemed 
an absurdity; and,.if we take a spectacular view of things—if we view 
things from the outside odnly—no doubt it is so. But the dynamic 
truth is the exact reverse of the spectacular truth. Dynamically it is 


precisely the. apex or the head on which the social pyramid actually © 


reserved. 


Bushnell, true to his sense of manhood, ignored the fine and was 
committed to prison. He was: released from imprisonment by Chief 
Justice Vaughn upon a writ of habeas corpus. ‘Since then the inde- 
pendence of jurors is a recognized and fixed principle. 

On July 29, 1735, John Peter Zenger, editor of the New York 
Weekly Journal, was placed on trial charged with libeling that noto- 
rious despot and colonial governor of New York, William Orosby. At 
a. preliminary hearing of the case the presiding judge disbarred Zen- 
ger’s attorney because he.called in question the judge’s commission. 
On the trial he refused to admit testimony to prove the truth of the 
alleged libel and instructed the jury to return'a verdict of guilty. The 
‘jury, exercising its right to pass upon the law 4s well as. upon the evi- 
dence, returned a‘verdict of not guilty, which not only was hailed with 
enthusiasm in New York but electrified the people of the other colo- 
nies: and, as has been well claimed, was one of the initial and effec- 
tive blows in favor of American: independence. 

In order “that the great and essential principles of liberty and free 
government may be recognized and unalterably established ” the first 
constitution of Illinois provided: ‘“ That the trial by jury shall remain 
inviolate’: and: “That a frequent recurrence to the, fundamental 
principles of civil government is absolutely necessary to preserve the 
blessings of liberty.”

“ Jurors in all criminal cases shall: be judges of the Jaw and the fact.”

The bank statement yesterday made a poor 
exhibit with a decrease of $6,442,600 in cash 
and a loss in deposita of $18,542,700. The 
excess reserve is now down to $2,051,025, 
against $6,463,700 last year, and $9,278,150 
for the corresponding week in 1906. 

There was a decrease of $12,000,000 in loans 
yesterday, but when it is recalled that bonds 
are counted as loans in the statement the re- 
duction is not significant. 

A significant feature of the statement ts 
the growing difference between total loans 
ny total deposits. The loans are now 

7,067,800 in excess of deposits. One year 
the loans were $17,600,000 in excess of 
deposits, while two years ago deposits were 
$54,700,000 in excess of loans. No account is 
taken of capital and surplus in these com- 
parisons, since the capital and surplus grow 
steadily.

This has been Baron 
Russell's hobby for years, and the result has been given 
in a book entitled “One Hundred Years Hence,” which 
is regarded by miany sociologists as a most scientific 
attempt to gaze into the future. 

In the first place, women will retegate the corset and 
other injurious clothing te the company of the farthin- 
gale and other obsolete garments in a comparatively 
short time. Already tight lacing and the wearing of 
such corsets as unnaturally compress the internal 
organs .of the body are being rejected by women of 
sense, who decline to injure themselves and their off- 
spring at the command of fashion.

Women Will Discard Petticoats. 

If one were asked to suggest the various steps by 
which the ultimate costume of the century, whether 
male or female, will be arrived at, Baron Russell thinks 
few would not boggle at the task. But two character- 
istics certainly will be demanded—that it shall give all 
movements of the body the greatest possible freedom 
consistent with warmth, and that it shall be as easy as 
possible-to put on and off. ‘There will be an inner gar- 
ment worn next the skin for purposes of cleanliness. 
This will be made of some fabrie not unlike the Japa- 
nese soft, silky -paper, so that it can be destroyed as soon 
as. taken off. Next will be a middle garment worn for 
warmth, and, lastly, an outer suit for protection. 

tt is not in the least likely that so insanitary and 
. degrading an occupation as that of the washer woman 
can survive. The middle garment, completely cleansable 
by vacuum action and oxygenation, will, of course, be 
made of some vegetable fiber like cotton or flax. It will 
be some developed form of combination easy to put on 
and off, fastened by a single knot or Hutton. It will be 
highly porous, for the importance of properly ventilating 
the skin will be perfectly well understood. 

Thus far male and female castume will be identical. 
It is not to be believed that woman, already long eman- 
cipated from the corset, will continue a slave to the 
skirt and petticoat and other restraining garments. She 
will, no doubt, wear a costume ‘much like what Miss 
Rehan wore as Rosalind, a tunic and knee skirt, probably 
in one, with gaiters made of some elastic material.

In- 
stead there will be handy contrivances of various shapes 
and furnished with elastic nozzles capable instantly of 
exhausting the air within. Such a utensil wheeled over 
the floor will remové every le of dust from the 
surface of the carpet, at the same time picking up all 
such things as scraps ef paper, pins, and other débris 
of the previous day. A similar instrument differently 
shaped will clean the curtains, supposing curtains to 
be still in use at the time, and will dust chairs and 
tables<though there will not be anything Hke so much 
dust as there is now, nearly all kinds of combustion 


being abolished. 


Heat and Energy. Will Come from Water. 

There’ will be no coal. Water will be our great 
source of energy. ‘The economical analysis of water 
into its own component gases whose chemical affinity 
and antipedal attraction already are utilized to some 
extent in such appliances as the oxy-hydrogen blowpipe 
and electrical storage batteries, is a secret capable of 
extraordinary benefices to the mew age. By burning 
hydrogen in oxygen we can already produce the greatest 
heat practically needed in the arts; the electric furnace 
only superseding this process because it happens to be 
more manageable. But when we want oxygen and 
hydrogen we do not in practice now obtain them from 
water; we only combine them as water in the act cf 
utilization. 

The rational line of progress is obviously to seek 
means of directly decomposing water. When we can .io 
this compendiously and economically we shall have an 
inexhaustible supply of energy—for water thus used is 
not destroyed as water, as coal is destroyed, aqua coal, 
when we utilize its stored energy. The act of utilizing 
the gases recombines them, and we can use them then 
for the reproduction of almost every kind of energy 
that man at present needs. We can use them for heat 
by burning them together. We can use them for light 
by burning them in the presence of any substance 
capable of being made incandescent. We shall be able 
to use them to generate electricity by some sort of con- 
trivance akin to the» accumulator of the present day, a 
highly rudimentary invention; and it would even now we 
a simple matter to utilize their explosive recombination 
for the direct production of power as motion. 


There Will Be No Dit im the Future. 


Utilized apart, the constituent gases of water have 
many uses and possible uses. Hydrogen under suitable 
treatment yields the greatest obtainable’cold, as oxygen 
and hydrogen together yield the greatest heat. If our 
flying machines need a sort of ballast to reinforce their 
mechanical lifting apparatus, hydrogen is the best pos- 
sible assistant. And the probable uses of oxygen still 
more are numerous. . 

One of the greatest problems of our own day is the 
disposal of waste products of all sorts, the sources of 
inconvenience, disease, and dirt. Oxygen, if readily and 
copiously obtainable, is capable of destroying them all. 

Medicine likely will find in oxygen the great pro- 
pulsive force of its forward movement. Numerous dis- 
eases not only can be cured but ultimately abolished 
when we have once discovered how to use oxygen. The 
universal source of power likely will be in the decom- 
position and the recomposition of water. But electricity 
probably will not until after several decades approach 
the limits of its realm.

Keeping House Will Be a Dream. 

The kitchen fire of course will be an electric furnace. 
Lighting will all be electric and no doubt wireless. The 
‘abolition of horse traffic in the cities and the use of 
vacuum apparatus which will be continually at work in 
all the streets; keeping them free and dry from mud, 
practically will remove the necessity for boot brushing, 
even supposing that we shall still wear beots. Every 
man and woman in dressing will pass a vacuum instru- 
ment over his.and her clothes and get rid of the little 
dust existing, for we shall be more and more intolerant 
of dirt in any form, having by that time fully reatized 
how dangerous dirt is. 

A woman of the year.2000 who could be miraculously 
transported back to the. present moment probably would 
faint at the intolerable disgustingness of our cleanest 
cities of this age, even if the cruelty of employing 
horses for traction and the frightful recklessness of 
allowing them to soil the streets in which people walk 
did not overpower her sensthilities in another way.

Little Cooking Done at Home. 


Cooking perhaps will not be dome at all on any large 
scale at home. At any rate, it will be a much less dis- 
gusting process than it is today. Im ne ease will the 
domestic servant of a hundred years hence be calisd 
upon to stand by a roaring fire laid by himself and to 
be cleaned up by herself when done with in order te 
cook the family dinner. Every measure of teat will be 
furnished in electrically fitted receptacles with or with-

all cooking will be done in hermetically closed vessels, 
- Animal food will have been wholly abandoned before 
the end of the century, the débris of the kitchen wil} 
be much more manageable than at present, and the 
kitchen sink will cease to be a place of unapproachable 
loathsomeness. Dishes and utensils will be dropped into 
an automatic receptacle for cleansing, swirled by clean 
water delivered with force and charged with nascent

And all that has come off the plates will drop 
through the scullery ‘floor into the destructer beneath to 
be oxygenated and made away with. jn

Pure Country Air in the City Flat. 


All apartments in city homes will contain an oxygen- — 


ator, which will furnish purer.air than the air of the 
fresh countryside. And in bedrooms at least there will 
be a chemical apparatus which will absorb carbon 
dioxide and at the same time slowly give off a certain 
amount of oxygen—just enough to raise the oxygena- 
tion of the air to the standard of the west country 
places. Similar appliances will be at work in the 
streets, so that town air will be just as wholesome, just 
as tonic and invigorating as country afr. 


Since the high buildings of the future will keep out * 


the sunlight, electric light, carrying on all the ray 
activity of the sunlight and just as capable of fostering 
life and vegetation, will serve the streets. Thus so far 
as hygiene goes, town life will be on a par with country 


life,

Trains Will Run 200 Miles an Hour. 

A hundred years hence trains will be run one over top 
the other, perhaps to the height of several! stories, not 
necessarily provided with supporting rails, for we may 
have discovered means by which vehicles can be pro- 
pelled above the ground in some kind of guideways, 
doing away with the great loss of power caused by 
wheel friction; that is to say, the guides will direct but 
not support the cars. The clumey device of locomotive 
engines will have been dispensed with. Whatever power 
is employed te drive the trains of the next century will 
certainly be conveyed to them from central power 
houses. The trains perhaps will not stop at all. They 
will only slacken speed a little, but the platform will 
begin to move as the train approaches and wiil run 
along beside it at the same speed as the train so that 
passengers can get in and out as if the train were 
standing still. When all are aboard the doors will be 
closed all together by the guard and the platform will 
reverse its motion and return to its original position. 

With trains traveling at quite 200 miles an hour, and 
certainly nothing less would satisfy the remoter sub- 
urbanites of the next century, a passenger putting his 
head out of the window would be blinded and suffocated.

wherever the road crosses the line there will be bridges 
provided with endless moving tracks to carry passengers 
and vehicles across. Of course horses will long, have 
vanished fom the land. Cities will be provided with

Tired of fighting 
fate and weary of striving to keep apart and 
avoid seeing each other, they have surrendered 
at last and come to the conclusion that fate 
has destined them to be man and wife. So they will 
be married within a fortnight at Buffalo. Whether they 
will be happy for ever afterward remains to be seen. 
Wright and Miss Banks declare that fate has united 
them; that ‘they are tired of resisting* predestination, 
and that—besides, they were wrong to quarrel in the 
first place and that they love each other dearly—and 
should have known fit years ago. , 
The love affair of Wright and Miss Banks is one 
of the strangest and most unaccountable in the history 
of Cupid’s art. Whether, as they claim, destiny ruled 
them and some unknown power directed their move- 
ments, it is certain that their paths have been most 
curiously intertwined. 
Twelve years ago, or, to be exact, in the fall of 
1895, Miss Banks was a student at a conservatory cf 
music in’Chicago.

Engagement Ended After Stormy ,Scene. 


Wright, angry at unjust charges and accusations, 
demanded an interview before he would consent to the 
breaking of the engagement. The interview was a short 
and stormy one. At the close of it Miss Banks, weeping 
from anger and humiliation, gave back his ring ami de- 
clared she hoped she never would see him again. 
Wright, angry and hurt, remarked bitterly that she 
never would see him again. 

They parted, as they thought, forever. But fate or- 
dained it otherwise. 

Miss Banks decided to.complete her musical studies. 
She could not, after the experience she had undergone, 
remain with her friends, so she, with a girl chum, 
rented a pretty little apartment on St. James place and 
set up their household gods there. That was some time 
in November. One morning, early in December, Miss 
Banks was leaving her apartment to catch a Clark 
street car downtown when, in the hallway, she en- 
countered Mr. Wright, who was in the act of unlocking 
the door exactly opposite.

In February Miss Banks decided to move to New 
York and complete her musical studies there. She ar- 
ranged to get a small apartment in the St. Cloud on 
Eighty-seventh street, not far from the park, For ten 
days, a stranger in a great city, she endured the lonell- 
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ness, and then began to feel settléa at 
home in: her cozy little three room apart- 
ment high above the street. Descending 
in the elevator less than two weeks after 
she took up her abode in the St. Cloud 
Miss Banks met Wright face toface. The 
situation was embarrassing. Both blushed 
and looked*the other way. That evening 
Miss Banks wrote a note in which she 
said:

that night, nor tht next, but little alarm was felt.

Condition of the Body Proves Perplexing. 


But the most astonishing feature of the case was. 


the condition of the body. The medical men said it 
was impossible that Pinchot should have been dead 
over six days.

Moore discovered that the Mexican, under the in- 
fluence of drink, had boarded a Sierra Madre car at 
the Pasadena cut off, and had been seen in Sierra 
Madre on the evening of Jan. 6, shortly before sun 
down. He had attempted, tn the night, to ascend 
Mount Wilson by the new trail. There was a girl 
who worked at the hotel near the summit of the 
mountain, and Pinchot was on his way to see her. 
Evidently, according to the discoveries of Moore, Pin- 
chot wandered. off the trail when far up the mountain 
side and floundered through snow drifts. OUvidently 
he had a terrible fall, or slide, down a snow covered 
precipice and escaped practically uninjured, although 
his clothes almost were torn from his body.

All European Countries Concerned. 

Today the situation in the great North sea 
fisheries. is appealing to half a dozen gov- 
ernments through concerted action in the 
effort to. determine what shall be done about 
the decreasing harvests if that greatest in- 
ternational fishing ground of the world. 

Years ago, speaking as an expert for the 
British government, Huxley declared that 
these tremendous storehouses of the sea were 
beyond man’s power to deplete. Fifteen 
years ago, when British fisheries off the 
British isles suffered something approaching 
a fish famine, Huxley’s judgment was ques- 
tioned to the point of closing for ten years 
more than 2,500 square miles of bays on the 
British coast to the work of the trawlers. 
But at the end of these ten years of observa- 
tions prior to 1902 the results of the govern- 
ment’s studies of fish conditions in those 
bays showed a greater scarcity of the com- 
mercial fishes than had existed: before the 
closed waters had been proclaimed. 

Yet today in the North sea, where the Brit- 
ish, French, Dutch, German, and Scandi- 
navian trawlers are fishing, the catch of 
plaice, sole, turbot, and haddock is so alarm- 
ingly short in numbers and so strikingly 
undersized as to individual fishes that this 
sea crop, running into hundreds of millions 
of dollars annually, is suggesting to the in- 
ternational commission formed at Copen- 
hagen the necessities of attempting in the 
seas. some of the conserving processes that 
man’s ingenuity on land has brought out in 
offsetting his prodigal wastirigs of the earth.

Enormous Catches in North Sea. 


Few people appreciate the enormous values 
of the sea fisheries of the world. For years 
Great Britain has been taking as her share 
of the North sea catch an annual $40,000,000 
to $50,000,000 worth of these flat fishes. 

In tite United States, where it is difficult 
to mau sea going vessels with native sons of 
America, 220,000 men are employed in salt 
water fishing. There are 7,000 steam vessels 
in the work, aggregating 200,000 tons bur- 
den. Capital of $100,000,000 is employed, and 
the annual catch approximates $75,000,000 
in value. 

If the American chemical laboratory and 
the department of agriculture and the agri- 
cultural colleges of the states have become 
the recognized conserving institutions of the 
soil the European international study of the 
sea and sea conditions relative to the fish- 
eries would seem to claim the attention of 
this country with its $100,000,000 investment 
in the work. 

In the North sea fishing for the deep water 
fishes the beam trawl net is used. The net’s 
mouth may be twenty to sixty feet wide, held 
open by heavy gas pipe frames, which drop 
the net close to the bottom. The depth of the 
net’s mouth may be forty or tifty feet. This 
net is drawn with flaring wide mouth far be- 
hind the swift little steam vessel, which gives 
even the quickest of the deep sea fishes small 
chance for escaping it, especially when after 
a storm. op stress of weather the water is 
clouded by sediment. 


a aa ~ 
Prejudice Against Beam Travwl. 

It is only within the last two or three years 
that the investigations of Dr. Hiort for the 
Norwegian government have resulted in dis- 
Pelling the prejudices that have existed 
against the beam trawl. It had been the opin- 
ion that the framework of the trawl, drag- 
ging along the bottom of the fishing grounds, 
had been destructive of spawn of these 
fishes in immeasurable proportion above the 
catch of the fishes. Hjort has shown, how- 
ever, that the spawn of these deep sea fishes 
are impregnated in the surface waters, drift- 
ing in to the shoals for hatching, after which 
—opposed to all existing theories—the {fry 
accommodate themselves to the deepest wa- 
ter, finding food and thriving. 

Yet in some manner not at all accounta- 
ble from these researches of European 
scientists, the catches of the deep water 
| fishes in the North sea are becoming smaller 
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in quantity and inferior In size. The ques- 
tion is: Are these fishes migratory, accord- 
ing to the ocean currents and meteorological 
conditions affecting their habitat? Or 
whether the plankton flora and the marine 
alge as pasturage because of scantiness or 
of movement with the currents have driven 
or drawn the fishes to new feeding grounds? 
If food be the cause of these shiftings of 
the North sea fishes it is the judgment of 
the international commission that marine 
pasturage should be studied as closely as the 
pasturage and soil conditions in agricultural 
communities. If ocean currents and meteor- 
ological conditions are the cause of migra- 
tion, then geographical and meteorological 
bureaus are the logical institutions through 
which Tiber =" be pursued. 


Telling ype of the Fishes, 

It is admitted that in the last two years at 
least plaice, sole, turbot, and haddock have 
been taken from North sea waters of sizes 
so small as to be at least a speculative cause 
for the steady diminution of their numbers. 
At the same time, investigations have been 
going on for the accurate determination of 
the ages of these fishes of marketable length. 
Dr. Hjort, with the fishing steamer Michael 
Sars, has been taking fishes of these varieties 
for several years past, branding them ac- 
cording to caltalogue of length and date, amd 
in the years following the first experiment 
retaking these individuals, identifying them 
and marking . the increased length and 
weight. In this manner the ages of es of 
certain lengths are in fair way for accu- 
rate determination. This fact once estab- 
lished will have much ‘to do with the possible 
necessary legislation restricting the sizes of 
fishes that may be taken for the markets. 


* * 
Is the Ocean Being Exhausted ? 

In these recent years Huxley’s opinion on 
the indestructibility of the oceans’ fishes has 
been challenged by facts. Some one has said 
that Huxley’s statement still is not to be dis- 
puted off hand—that the absence of fishes 
from their old feeding grounds cannot be 
taken as evidence of the exhausted condition 
of the ocean itself. Hjort’s discovery of the 
infinitesimal fry of fishes miles out in deep 
water and making their way in the watery 
world is in support of the stand. ) 

A few years ago all Britain was stirred by 
the cod famine along its own coasts. These 
fishes were not to be found on the banks 
where they had been caught for so many 
years. But in countless millions they drifted 
with the ocean currents off the coast, ema- 
clated, struggling, and worthless for the 
markets. 

Yet the practical fisherman insists that for 
all purposes under modern conditions gov- 
erning fisheries the fact that these commer- 
cial fishes are not to be found by the para- 
phernalia in which fishermen have invested 
hundreds of millions of dollars meams just as 
emphatically that the available fishing waters 
of the seas have been exhausted.

The flesh of the hand is stringy, composed of long 
fibers which usually are attached at both ends .to the 
bones.

Everybody Talks Business; 
Few Understand Its Meaning. 


By a Business Maxn. 


VERYWHERE in these material 
times we hear the young, the mid- 
dle aged, tne old, the lame, the halt, 
and even'the blind talking about that 
one standard topic: 

* Business! ”’ 

How to start in business, how to conduct 
business, what business to enter into, how to 
make a success of businese—all of it is an 
unfailing topic of interest. Why? I know 
of no other answer than that it is because so 
many people know so little ebout it. Peo- 
ple like to hear about things of which they 
know notaing, almost as well as they love to 
talk about the things of which they know 
even less! 

I am a junior partner in a rather odd tine 
of business. There are only a few firms of 
the kind in the United States, and our branch 
house in Austria is almost the only repre- 
sentative of the business on the continent of 
Europe. While we are in construction work, 
we have no plant. Brain work to the maxi- 
mum and operating forces and equipment at 
the minimum stand for us and for our com- 
petitors. A call for a contract is as likely to 
come 1,500 miles as it is to come from our 
home city. All geography looks alike to 
us, A’$15,000 contract is worth while; we sit 
up and take some notice if it be for $100,000 
or over. In our work time is a matter often 
of the greatest possible import to our pa- 
trons. To complete a job in one month: may 
mean $50,000. To complete it three or.five 
days sooner may mean a bonus of $1,000 a 
day. To fail of the thirty day finish may 
cost us $1,500 a day: 

This is business, is it not?

Contracts Being Turned Away. 

Granting that it dis, our business is on a 
fixed, firm basis. We have been turning 
away contracts—putting them off—staving 
away the time at which we can make’ the 
first initial effort im completing a job that 
we can’t see our way to tackling. Our bank 
account is worth ‘something’ to one of the 
largest banks in the country. Our credit is 
unquestioned anywhere. Our working or- 
ganization can’t be beat. Weare making 


money, and as time goes on we are going to _ 


make more and more money, for the field in 
which we operate has not been open at all 
longer than ten years, while it promises to 
remain open for 10,000 years. 

Making these statements broadly accurate 
and expecting them to be accepted as such, 
I have come to a challenging statement 
which has tremendous bearing upon this uni- 
versal topic of business: 

NOT. ONE SCHOOLED MAN OF BUSI- 
NESS IN EVERY TEN WOULD TAKE 
OVER THE BUSINESS OF: THIS CON- 
CERN AS A FREE GIFT AND CONTINUE 
THE BUSINESS FOR SIXTY DAYS! 
es = 
Business a Matter of Growth. 

Tais point which I wish to emphasize is 
that any successful business of any magni- 
tude is a thing of growth. It may be a busi- 
ness that Is fifty years old or it may be a 
. But in 
whatever ripening period necessary to its 
fruition as a business, it must have had at 
least one Man's faith, initial effort, individ- 
ual common sense and judgment and the fur- 
ther reassurance that comes with experience 
that is proving itself from day to day. 

Ten years ago not a man in America would 
have accepted the contracts which long ago 
became to us‘the routine of business. Any 
month in the year. when we have not from 
$500,000 to $2,000,000 bonded surety for-the 


_@arrying out of our contracts is an excep- 


* ! nn 


tion. Men carrying out the detail work of 
our firm never sleep. Twenty-four hours 
a day for seven days in the week are cov- 
.ered in our pay rolls, year. after year. A 
careless gang of workmen migat cost us §1,- 
000,000 in a night. But on the other hand 
well organized gange working to the best in- 
terests of the firm are making us $1,000 to 
$1,500 a day in bonuses. We have risks and 
we.take them; but we have opportunify for 
money making.

Sending Money After More Money. 

Considering my proposition’*of turning over 
the business as a gift to the ordinary man 
and finding him without the nerve to take 
it, 1 am considering human nature as 1 know 
it. The hardest proposition which one finds 
today is the search for the mam who can be 
shown a safe business venture requiring 
money for its advancement when the first 
revurns promised are longer away than a 
figurative tomorrow. Sending large sums of 
money out after more money is something 
which ordinarily does not enter into the 
ordinary busines@ deal. In the greater ven- 
tures where this is necessary a corporation 
floats the venture through the sale of stocks. 
Thus in a possible failure the losses are dis- 
tribated, 

Today our concern is sending out small 


fortunes into the chance of business.’ Bonds , 


in penalizing sums aré required of us More 
than this, im the nature of our work We may 
execute a piece of work in such a manner as 
to leave: us liable for damages to third par- 
ties. High salaries are the rule on our pay 
rolls. The closest study and the severest 
strain.of Goncentration are expected of every 
man in official capacity. <A superintendent 
never knows whether he may go to bedi at 
night, or whether’ getting to bed he may 
sleep until morning. As for heads of the 
house, telegrams: at any hour of the night 
from any section of the country may start 
them for © next train in any direction 
pointed by the compass needle. One of the 
necessities of these heads of the concern isa 
packed valise, filled with the necessities of 
@ journey, one at the home and the other 
at the office.

Doing Things That Are Impossible. 

Thus far, too, I have dealt only with those 
contracts that already have been taken by 
the company. Not all these contracts have 
come knocking at the office door.. Times 
have been when the man or men most con- 
eerned in the work which we would under- 
take fog-them to their best interests have 
balked at the proposition. 

“It can’t be done”. frequently has been 
the answer to the agent seeking tke oppor-

When it is: considered that men making

The business papers or 
documents do not fall in their lines often, 
and the bunko artist takes advantage.of the 
fact. Your bunko artist no longer needs 
come along as a.criminal and 4 stranger. 
He now serenely can trot along in friendly 
guise. He finds the cloak of legitimate en- 
deavor a handy one. . 

The greatest care should be exercised in 
the signing of businese papers. Nothing 
should be taken for granted, except the one 
fact that a heap of trouble may be tied up 
in the most innocent looking paper, and that 

, your signature appended will set it brewing. 
. Remember that “haste makes waste.” 
maxim. Take the. paper over to thw radia- 
, tor and digest ite contents carefully. If there 
is anything in the Janguage that you do not 
understand, and you are not a resident of 
Philedelphia, take it to the next best lawyer 
you can find and have him help you with it.

when the next agent subsequently call¢ the 
lady of the house is politely informed: that 
there has been such a change, and the clause 
is enforced, and then a reaHy binding paper 
is given her to sign.

SK the man who has rounded out gev-

fill the place. Perhaps this is true; but 
why was he not the favorite of the boss on 
some occasion if he has the requisite ability 
to fill a better place? This question-usually 
brings him to the point and he will staté to 
you that he never hag nor never shall 
‘‘toady’”’ to any man to gain his good will, 
and that if the boss cannot promote him‘on 
his ability alone he never shall go after him 
with blandishments. The trouble with him 
is one that affects a great many employés; 
he has mistaken good breeding for syco- 
phancy; he thinks that the worker who 
shows a respectful attitude toward the bogs 
is bidding for his favor, when he is but sim- 
ply exercising the rules of good manners, 
e . 


Useless to Stand on Dignity. 

The habit of getting on one’s dignity with 
the boss, just because he is the boss, is one 
that is commonly met with among working 
people, and certainly does them more harm 
than good. We have seen capable men occu- 
pying lowly positions because they made no 
attempt to treat the boss as a gentleman. 
They seemed to think that it showed bravery 
on their part to manifest a little hostility 
toward him on every possible occasion. In 
fact, we have often heard the remark: “I 
am not afraid of him, if he is the boss,” as if 
it was a case of fight with the employer 
instead of keeping on good terms with him, 
and treating him as one gentleman should 
treat another. It hardly is necessary to add 
that such a manner does not raise the pos- 
sessor in the estimation of the boss. 

' But this attitude of hostility is no worse 
in its effect than is that of a stubborn dis- 
position. Some employés cannot take orders 
from the boss without feeling that heis ques- 
tioning their ability, and they straightway 
proceed to show by their action that they re- 
gard his instructions as anaffront. They will 
go so far as to compel him to go over in 
detail what he has told them to do, pretend- 
ing that they do not understand how his 
ideas can be applied.to the job in question. 
A. worker. of this class néver will add a 
single stroke to a job of his own accord 
while the stybborn spell is upon him, al- 


though he may see where the boss has over- 
looked some essential point.

SulKk Like Spoiled Children. 

We have met with many persons of this 
class in our associations with working peo- 
ple, and have'seen them sulk like spoiled 
children for days simply because the boss 


. did not take time to ask their opinion before 


giving instructions as to how.-the work should 
be done. If, when a thing of this kind occurs, 
the employé would go to the boss and ask 
that he listen to his plan for doing this par- 
ticular piece of work, there is not one boss 


.in a dozen who would not listen and who 


would not adopt all of his ideag-that were 
practical. This certainly would be more 
creditable to the employé than to show his 
ill breeding by pouting. 

There is yet another class of workers who 
are in the habit of doing themselves consid- 
erable injury by not controlling their tem- 
Pers. They are agreeable so long as things 
go smoothly, but the moment something 
happens to make them mad they do and say 
things that are harmful to their welfare. 
They may repent as soon as the spell leaves 
them, but that will not remove the effect 
that has been produced. It ig no unusual! 
sight to see a man who ig the victim of an 
uncontrolled temper get mad over some 
trivial affair and quit his position. His fam- 
ily may be depending on his wages for their 
daily bread, but he does not think of that. 
He likely does not know where he can se- 
cure another place; but that is not consid- 
ered, either. He is mad, and, being at the 
mercy of a habit he does not attempt to con- 
trol, he can do nothing for the time being 
hut obey its dictates, deferring thinking un- 
til reason again can ascend her throne. A 
worker of this class soon gets a reputation 
as being one hard to get on with, @md em- 
ployers are slow to place him in a@Bésition 
where his leaving would be of ‘conse- 
quence.

The mug, too, is to get misplaced. Some 
one may want a drink and carry it away. 
But it is better to spend a few cents upon an 
Ordinary cup, to be carried anywhere by 
anybody, and let the shaving mug be always 
in place. The mug needs little care. Wash it 
and wipe it dry, and turn it upside down, so 

‘that the dust will not collect in it. 

See that there is always some shaving soap. 
Probably you would think that any soap 
Ought to be good enough, and that your hus- 
band should be willing to lather his brush 
from the family cake in the soap dish; but 
this is another thing in which a man is bound 
to have his way, and it is best to humor him. 
He thinks that a ceftain brand of shaving 
goap is the only thing to use. You must 
find out the name of this, and never let the 
shelf be without a cake of it. 

The shaving brush should be rinsed free 
of soap every day, and every few days scaid 
it in hot water and let it lie in the sun for

After you become experienced you may 
learn to tell whether it is sharp by feeling 
the edge with your thumb. Be careful about 
feeling a razor edge, however, because it can 
cut you. Ordinarily you need not be afraid 
of the razor. Just be careful.

Safety Razor Is Different. 

When your husband uses a safety razor, 
you had better watch him, to see how to 
take it-apart and put it together again—it 
might ‘annoy him if you- made a mistake. 
After you have noticed how to do it rightly, 
remove the blade and wash it, then carefully 
screw it back into place. The safety razor 
need not be sharpened every day. These 


blades are good for a certain number of 


shaves on each side. The circular accom- 
panying the box will tell how many. You 
must count how many times your husband 
uses the blade and when it has been long 
enough, remove that blade and put another 
in its place. There are two tiny pasteboard 
boxes for the blades, one marked dull, the 
other sharp. Be sure to notice which is 
which, and always take the new blade from 
the box marked sharp, and put the used one 
in the box labeled dull. 

Screw the blade into the handle tightly. 
It will not shave quite so easily, but it will 
save a possible cut, and you will feel much 
better to have your husband appear before 
your friends without scratches on hie face. 
Follow these directions and see what a pleas- 
ant hour will foliow your husband’s shave.

Now Take Up the Pipe. 

After the shaving materials. are in good 
condition, turn your attention to the pipes. 
A man is always dependent upon the con- 
dition of his pipe. 

Keep this in good condition for him. See 
that the tobacco jar is filled: He will usu- 
ally keep a supply on hand himself. If the 
contents of the jar run low just:remind him 
quietly that it needs refilling, but if he for- 
gets it is well worth while to get some more 
yourself. If you happen to think of it look

Every man .has a pet pipe Sometimes.he 
has a whole rack full of them. If so, each 
one must be in. perfect condition, for you never 
can tell which one he may wish to use. 

There are several ways to keep pipes in 
order, and you can select the: one which 
apparently brings the most satisfactory re- 
action in your husband. The important thing 
is to see’ that’ the passage from the bowl to 
month piece is never clogged, is perfectly 
free. It gets choked quickly, and must be 
kept open by cleaning it every day.

Keep His Pipe Clean for Him. 


Many smokers use the wire and wool 
‘pipe cleaners’’ ‘sold by tobacconists for a 
few cents a dozen. It is not good to use 
these, because little particles of lint come 
into pipe stem and stick to the gummy nico- 
tine. You can never remove this. It is better 
to boil the pipe every few days, or hold the 
bow] over the escape valve of a boy’s toy en- 
gine (the boy will tell you which part is the 
escape valve), and let the steam: blow out 
through the stem. Some men complain that 
steam or water destroys the fidvor of their 
pipe. If your husband is one of that par- 
ticular kind you will have to resort to a more 
laborious method of cleaning, but a way that 
is as effectual as any—take a straw from the 
broom and poke it down into the stem of the 
pipe. Twist it around a few times, then 
draw it out carefully. It will have brown 
gum on it. Wipe this off and insert it again 
and again until it comes out perfectly clean. 

Now take a pinch of tobacco from the jar 
and press it into the bowl of the pipe. Put 
in as much as the pipe will hold, and then 
place it where your husband can reach it as 
he sits in his easy chair. 

See that matches are at hand; or, when he is 
ready, light a wax taper and hold it for 
him while he lights the pipe. You will make 
a pretty picture doing this, and your husband 
will be in a frame of mind to notice and be 
giad, since he is anticipating a perfect smoke 
which his little wife has prepared for him.

Two Salesmen on One Deal. 

Some of these investors that would prefer 
to deal with a house that is slow going and 
co rative are frightened away from one 
a conbasented by the quick, energetic 
fellow, and in like fashion the investor that 
wants to deal with active, energetic people is 
prejudiced against the house with the relia- 
ble but sommnolent salesman. The houses 
that mix the salesmen up and switch them 
about frequently say that by this means they 
give the investor the idea that the house fs sit- 
vated at neither extreme; that it has both 
kinds of salesmen, and that it is equipped 
fully to handle in every possible way that is 
advantageous the business that is intrusted 
to it. 

Bond salesmen are one class of salesmen 
that never knock. They are dealing in a 
commodity which owes all of its worth to its 
stability. A man handling the shoes made by 
A. may knock the shoes made by B. without 
making the customer decide that no shoes 
are any good. But let the bofid salesman 
attack the bonds sold by another house and 
instantly the investor begins to shy off. 

“Well,” he says, “if they are not so good 
as their salesmen told me they are may be 
thefe is something the matter with yours. 
At any rate, I'll investigate further before I 
invest.” And many times he investigates so 
far that he doesn’t buy atall, having been got 
out of the notion simply by the useless attack 
which had been made upon the bond propo- 
sition.

All Bonds Are Safe. 

To the astute bond salesman al] bonds are 
good. Some are better than others, but all 
are good. And the men that handle them 
also are supposed to be pretty good. 
Through some operation of psychology that 
jie difficult to explain, but which is none the 
less real for that reason, the proposition 


that a salesman handles is graded many - 


times by the salesman. If he is the right 


sort the prospect unconsciously gets to think 
that the line he is handling must be the right © 


sort, too. In the sale of bonds this is so pro- 
nounced that bondhouses reject many sales- 
men that are capable and that could go out 
and do the business. They don't want them 
for no other reason than that they do not 
look or act stable, and because the heads of 
the houses know that nothing is more timid 
than a dollar.” When a dollar takes fright 
and runs away there is no runner swift 
enough to run it down and catch it. The 
heads of the business know this, and they 
know that they willingly will not employ any 
element that in any way will scare away 
money.

Why Retail Merchants F; ail: 


Wholesalers’ Point of View. 
By George Brett. 


RITICISM is valuable from the out- 

sider because it is well known that the 

outsider sees most of the game. Much 

criticism is captious, trivial, and 

worthless; but such cannot be said 
of the utterances of the large wholesalers. 
These firms are interested in the welfare of 
the small retailer; they want to help him. If 
he be honest they do help him. Again and 
again when a worthy storekeeper in a small 
town is straining his credit, more often than 
not he gets the benefit of the doubt as to 
whether it is advisable to give him more 
time, or let htm have another bil) of goods 
on thirty or sixty days when he hasn't paid 
for his last one. 

But none the less his faults are studied 
by the wholesales, who often drop many 
thousands of dollars in a few months because 
of them. One of thd largest wholesalers in 
Chicago tabulated for the writer the reasons 
why retailers fail. They are given as fol- 
lows:

Why Retail Stores Fail. 

Insufficient knowledge of the real value of 
merchandise. 

No inborn trading instinct. 

Extravagance, i. e., 
economy. 

Reckless price cutting. 

Poor advertising. 

Lack of neatness, order, and Seraative dis- 
play. - 

Inattentive, incompetent help, 

Failure to include all fixed charges in fig- 
uring the costs, such as freight, drayage, 
rent, insurance, salaries, operating expenses, 
etc. 

To the reasons mentioned above must be 
added the failure of many retailers to turn 
over their stock quickly. 

Nearly all the big wholesalers in Chicago 
admitted that modern conditiong demand a 
quick turnover of stock. One sales manager 
stated his views as follows: 

“It stands to common sense that if a wom- 
an goes into a country store and sees some 
goods which have just arrived, neat, fresh, 
fashionable, and tempting, she will be un- 
able to resist buying them if she has the 
necessary money to make a purchase. It 
pays a storekeeper to buy frequently new 
goods in small quantities—the oftener the 
better, 
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New Goods Tempt Customers. 

“The clerks get tired of looking at shop- 
worn. goods, which have been in the estab- 
lishment many months, not to mention the 
feelings of the customer. It-doeen’t pay to 
buy stocks of goods which cannot be sold 
readily. It’s far better to make a smal! 
profit three times in six months.than one 
large profit in that time. But of course if a 
man ties up all his money in a big. purchase 
of goods which go slowly at’a large profit 
he is not in a position to do this.’’ 

The small retailer can take a leaf out of the 
big State street stores to advantage. Ever- 
lastingly the big stores tempt the appetite 
of the people with goods of the latest styles. 
When goods get a little shopworn or a trifle 
out of date there is nothing surer than that 
the knife is unsparingly used to cut prices 
to a point which will force the undesirable 
stock out of the store. People who doubt 
the genuineness of the big sales don’t realize 
the fact that tnere are reasons for making 
bargain prices—not fictitious trumpery rea- 
sons, but honest, logical reasons.

Fixing the Margin of Profit. 

Wholesalers are of opinion that the ma- 
jority of small storekeepers do not know 
how to ‘“‘ merchandise.’’ By ‘‘ merchandis- 
ing,”’ of course, is meant the fixing of prices 
at a level which will cover all expenses and 
charges and leave a fair margin of profit for 
the merchant. 

Tne gales manager for a big Jobbing house 
stated that forty out of a hundred retailers 
forget to figure in the selling price of an 
article a percentage which will cover the 
loss they make when they sell the portion 
of the goods which becomes out of date or 
shopworn. 

The advertising. of most retailers, it is ad- 
mitted, is at least 100 per cent better taan it 
was a few years ago. The main fault with 
the country advertiser is that his publicity is 
apt to be unsy stematic. 

One of the best known wholesale clothing 
firms in the country, who maintain a special 
advertising service for the retailer, expressed 
their views as follows: 

= te 
Advertising Must Be Systematic. 

‘‘ From the standpoint of publicity the rea- 
son why 80 many retail clothiers do not do 
more business is because they have no pre- 
arranged plans for putting out their adver- 
tising. It is too often a hand to mouth game. 

‘Tt stands to common sense that if a re- 
tailer outlines a campaign his efforts will be 
much more likely to bear fruit, because they 
have been matured by careful study and 
close thought as to the best course of action. 
It is foolish to rush into print on a decision 
based on the impulse of a moment. 

“When business is good in season,'a great 
many retailers figure they do not need to ad- 
vertise. When trade is dull they say, ‘ No- 
body will buy, anyway, so what's the use of 
advertising?’ <A great many of them have 
one or two big, flaring announcements dur- 
ing the season and then forget all about 
publicity. 


‘Went of steady, judicious advertising 


no natural gift of 
- 


often causes retailers to have a much larger 
stock of goods on hand than is necessary. 
Frequently they make a large loss through 
selling ‘late season ’ stock at a forced sale.” 

From % to 5 per cent is the usual percent- 
age of money expended by country retail 
stores for publicity. Generally, however, it 
ranges from 2 to 8 per cent with the majJor- 
ity.

THe amount of science and system infused 


into the publicity of a large State’ street 


store may be gauged from the following 
statement made by the head of their adver- 
tising department: 

“ We aim to reduce advertising to an exact 
science. Every morning I have laid on my 
desk a report of the sales of each depart- 
ment for the preceding day. This indicates 
just .what results have accrued from the 
advertising put out. The report in question 
also gives the-sales for three years back of 
corresponding days for the same month. 

“I know exactly what amount of money 
it costs to sell*certain lines. A man is em- 
ployed to do nothing else but figure up the 
space it costs to advertise distinctive lines, 
And when goods are costing more than a 
certain percentage to sell there’s a row 
about it. It’s evident there’s something 
wrong. We never reckon to spend more than 
4 per cent to sell any staple goods through 


publicity. 


‘‘T am advised when goods have been pur- * 


chased, when they arrive, and their. cost. 
I get exact reports on the amount«spent in 
salaries, in ‘dead help,’ rent, etc. I know 
the stocks of different goods on hand,-wheth- 
er or not they are getting out of date; also 
reports on what C, O. D.'s are returned are 
furnished me, All this is done so that 1 may 
work with the clearest light possible." 
t oo 
Ad Is Motive Power of Business. 

It will be seen from the foregoing that ad- 
vertising is reckoned as a kind of motive 
power essential to drive the machine of busi- 
ness, but an unnecessary amount of steam fs 
not turned on. No large up to date Chicago 
retajler dreams of doing without advertising, 


but he uses it ima systematic way. . He har- . 


nesses it to practical problems. He does not 
expect it to do any “ Aladdin.like” feats, 
which is not true of many. small retailers. 

In the final analysis as to why most retail- 
ers fail,. the universal opinion of the big 
wholesalers of Chicago is that the retailer 
does not know. how to buy. 

This opinion was confirmed by,a man who 
has had twenty years of experience in study- 
ing the causes of failure among retailers. 
Request, was.made that. the name of his firm 
be withheld. If it were given it would be 
recognized as a concern known in the utter- 
most parts of the earth as an authority on 
firms’ ratings and causes of fallures. The 
statement. made was: 

‘In twenty years’ of experience with my 
firm I have had occasion to study the differ- 
ent rotités to failure which the unfortunate 
retailer often travels. Frequently hard 
pressed by competition in his own district, 
his perplexities are not lessened by the se- 
ductive wiles<practiced by the astute mail 
order merchant to get business.

Lack SKill in Buying. 

*T know-there-are many books on selling. 
I have wondered why there are not more on 
buying. In my. experience I have noticed 
that among.retailers more failures have been 
caused through want of skill in buying than 


‘through any other reason. 


“Generally the’ dealer overstocks hitnself. 
Again: he frequently pays go@gd prices for 
goods -of inferior quality. This.is due-to the 
lack of moral courage on the part of the re- 
tailer to withstand the onslaught of. the trav- 
eling man and be able to say “ N@” more 
often. 

“When the retailer engages in conversa- 
tion with the salesman he wants to have all 
his wits about him. The retailer should re- 
member that often his own interegts do not 
correspond with those of the salesman, an<! 
he should be chary. about being rushed Int 
placing an order without due consideratio: 
as to how long it will take him to dispose o 
the goods, whether they are well worth the 
money, and what profit he will get out of the 
transaction. 

° 8 Fe 
Grocers Buy Larger Bills. 

“In the grocery line especially I have 
known for a fact that many failures have 
been due to the retailer buying a lot of canned 
goods which were slow sellers—though 
bought at a low figure. At a forced sale 
these goods realized next to nothing. 

“ The retailer should fight the mafl order 
man by stealing his thunder and also offer 
leaders. He should use clever advertising. 
even if it costs a little to buy the use of good 
advertising brains. Theré is one vital truth 
the storekeeper always should remember—a 
store is made attractive to the general public 
by the number of bargains to be found in It. 
Especially is this true of the feminine ele- 
ment. No up to date merchant expects to 
make a good'profit on everything he sells. 
Occasionally~selling below cost is the price 
he pays for getting new trade and making 
firm friende.”’ 

The folldwing point will bear. emphasis: 
“You can’t sell goods unless you get people 
into your store. How is the retailer going 
to get a crowd into his store unless he makes 
offers which will be interesting?’

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Marriage: ‘Makes:Men Brave; — 


Fighters in War and Peace.

HE British house of commons last week 
was electrified by the military report, 
based upon an investigation.of many 
wars, that married men in battle are 
braver than bachelors. 

At first glance, that statement implies a 
tribute to bachelors, as it indicates that they 
actually go to war; but the trouble is that 
they usually go as capscripts. it is found, 
too, that among married troops there are 
fewer desertions than among the soldiers who 
are unwed. Some husbands do desert, but ag 
@ rule they find it advisable not to let their 
wives know of It. 

Maj. Seely, who commanded a company of 
imperial yeomanry in the Transvaal war, 
and who is now a member of parliament, has 
collected the details of the battles in many 
ands, and makes report that it is the regi- 
ments composed in the main of married men 
who have given Gominion to modern powers. 

lt is an interesting thought that the con- 
spicuous triumphs of Anglo-Saxon warfare 
can be traced to the influence of wives.

Marriage Devolops Man's Courage. 

It is not alone in the field of flowers and 
poetry that bachelors have won success. 
Kitchener, who became sirdar of the Egyp- 
tian forces and overthrew the khalifa at the 
battle of Omdurman, was unmarried.

Trade Originated. 


HE free lunchris an institution beloved 
and sought for bs the man whose 
pocketbook is depleted. Its origin 


rarely is known, but it was introduced » 


in 18387 by Alvarea. who ran the bar- 
room in the.Old St. Louis hotel in New 
Orleans. Gentlemen engaged in business in 
that portion of the city known as the French 
portion, complained that as many of them 
resided as far down as the lower cotton press, 
and some as high as Julia street, they could 
not find time during the middle of the day to 
go home and take luncheon, and they did not 
wish to pay restaurant prices for a plate of 
soup anda sandwich! 

The hotel bars of the St: Louis, Hewlitt’s, 
Arcade, Veranda, St. Charles hotel, and 
others inaugurated free lunches. 

In those days the lunches were served on 
a narrow tablecloth running the whole length 
of the counter and covering one~half of it. 
Soup, a piece of beef, or ham, and potatoes, 
meat ple, or oyster patties comprised the 
fare. On the innermost side of' the counter 
each eustomer’s drink was served before 
him. , The coffee houses then were the prin- 
cipal places of resort, and much business was 
transacted at their tables whith now is done 
in the various commercial exchanges. In 
course of time, these free lunches became 
more and more popular and the bill of fare 
was increased.

Best Men Have Setbacks.

mw HE rejected manuscript is often the 
foundation of a writer's fame when 
the author perseveres in the face of 
discouragement until he finds an editor 
to accept his contribution. 

Dickens never had a manuscript returned, 
and the same good fortune is claimed for 
Bret Harte, but Anthony Trollope frankly 
has confeseed the disappointments which 
confronted him at the outset of his career. 
Some magazine editors rejected his manu- 
ecripts, others accepted and published but 
did not pay for them, and some publishers 
rerunerated him with such a pittance that 
his gross income from literary cecupatiens 
in one year was & little more :han £5), and 
in another year a trifle over $100. Robert 
Rarr, the poptlar novelist, tried every paper 
in Canada with his first article before he 
submitted it to the Detroit Free Press. He 
spent an entire yearein quest of an accept- 
ance in his own country. H's first book, 
“tn a Steamer Chair,” Was offered to eyery 
publisher in New York and declined. Then 
it was taken to London and accepted by the 
frst firm to which it was submitted. Four 
New York houses then entered into compe ti- 
tion for the American rights of the volume. 
“ Merse Chan,’ Thomas Nelson Page's de- 
lightful etory, rested several years in the 
safe at the Century office before it was pub- 
lished. Edward Noyes Westcott offered 
“ David Harum” to half a dozen publishers 
before his iast days were lightened by the 
pathetic thought of posthumous publication 
for his book.

“Best Writers Meet Rejections. 

Rejection and delay are not confined to 
the young literary aspirant. , Veterans of 
distinction, like Henry James and William 
Dean Howells, have been obliged to experi- 
ence that humiliation in these agys wae 
the quasi-historical novel of action -_ 
brute force almost has driven the novel of 
subtle art and literary realism from the 
markets. Carlyle encountered numerous 
difficulties. before obtaining a hearing. In 
trying to escape from his drudgery as a 
tutor and translator he sent on article to 
the Edinburgh Review, and it fever was 
acknowledged or noticed. It was only when 
jeffrey discovered his own relationship to 
Carlyle’s young wife, and became attached 
to her, that he accepted her husband's arti- 
Even then they were slashed and. al- 
ed to suit the editor’s head. 
No publisher of hooks would accept ** Sartor 
Resartus,”” and when the auther Really suc- 
ceeded in getting it printed in Frazer’s Maga~- 
gine the work was peid for at less than 
the regular rate per sheet for contributions. 
Even then the editor was convinced he*had 
made a bad bargain, because the life and 
opinions of Herr Teufelsdroch 1 excited the 
most unqualified disapprobation. Follow- 
ing that éxperience Carlyle, notwithstanding 
his growing reputation, became as familiar 
with editorial messages of “declined with 
canter: Thackeray, too, had his period 
of scrugcles and humiliations. His meanu- 
scripts were Sent back to him frequently,

thoroughness which made the author wince. 
Thomas Hood's experience with the “ Song 
of ‘the Shirt’ should be remembered. A 
poem that by its pathos stirred the whole 
English speaking world was declined again 
and again until the weary and discouraged 
author, in sending it to Punch, requested 
that if it should be rejected the vérses should 
be thrown into the waste basket, as he was 
tired of them. And the monument over his 
tomb, erected. by public subscription, is in- 
scribed with no ather record of his achieve- 
ments than ‘‘ He Sang the Song of the Shirt.’’ 
To return to Thackeray, it is known that 
Dickens curtly refused his application for 
employment to illustrate “‘ Pickwick.”’ Then, 
after the failure of his ambition to become 
an artist and after the loss of his fortune in 
an ill advised newspapér venture, he wrote 
‘Vanity Fair.”’ This novel was hawked 
among London publishers for months before 
its merits were recognized. Charlotte Bronté 
was equally discouraged when she offered 
“The Professor ’’ to one publisher after an- 
other to have it ‘‘ declined with thanks.” 
** Jane Eyre ”’ 
was promptly accepted by the same firm 
which took “‘ Vanity Fair,”’ and the novel 
seething with passion which had been writ- 
ten by an overworked woman in a gray 
country parsonage took the public by storm.

“Eothen” Has Rough Start. 


“ Bothen *’ combines adventure, incident, 
sketches of character, and personal romance, 
ard the author rigorously excluded “all 
valuable matter derived from the works of 
others.”” ‘Yet Kinglake tried unsuccessfully 
for several years to find a publisher for the 
book. No one would undertake to issue ft on 
any terms. The author lost all faith in the 
work. and, one day when completely dis- 
gusted by his want of success, he walked.into 
a book seller’s shop in Pall Mall and made 
him a present cof the manuscript. This 
book seller had more foresight than the 
publishers. He issued an edition and it went 
off with great rapidity. It was reviewed with 
unwonted enthusiasm in the “ Quarterly,” 
and the publisher found difficulty in keeping 
pace with the demand. He was good enough 
to send Kinglake a check for £100 every 
Christmas. 

Many of the great writers were-among 
the army of the “* Declined with thanks,”’ 
yet the experience of, Carlyle, Thackeray. 
Hood, Charlotte Bronté, and Kinglake are 
only examples of what is happening every 
day to writers. Rudyerd Kipling was dis- 
missed curtly when he offered “‘ Plain Tales 
from the Hills’’ to a firm of publishers in 
New York before its appearance in England.

Will Our €oal Last 100 Years? 


By Marius R. Campbell. 


HE total tonnage of coal in the United 
States, exclusive of Alaska; is 2,200,- 
000,000,000 short tons of coal. These 
figures convey a totally inadequate 
idea of the true amount. If, however, 
it were molded into a block, it would form a 
cube @% miles high, 7% miles long, and 7% 
miles broad; expressed in another way, i¢ 
would form a layer of coal 6% feet thick over 
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the entire area of the coal fields of the United 
States, 400,000 square miles in extent. 

Surely such-an amount of coal is inex- 
haustible. A. block 7% miles high would 
tower above the highest mountains on the 
earth. od 

Is it possible that the people of this coun- 
try can uee such a’ mass of coal? Before the 
question is answered we must determine the 


‘rate of coal consumption and study the fac- 


tors of which it is composed to see If they are 
liable to fluctuate greatly in the near future. 
The accompanying diagram, prepared from 
statistics of coal production collected by 
Mr. E. W. Parker of the United States Geo- 
logical survey, shows graphically the amount 
of coal produced in each decade since 1816. 
The rate of increase is enormous; it is 
simply appalling. As shown by the diagram, 
the amount produced in any one decade is 
equal to the entire previous production. This 
means an increased production that no sup- 
ply, however great. can withstand for many 
years. | . : 
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Form Letter Is D

wa HE form letter is a means toward sav- 
ing time, and its rse should not be 
--based on this pretext alone, as too 
often is the ¢ase where a large amount 

. of correspondence is handled. The let- 


ter is apt to be a sting to the pride of a cus- 
tomer. Ordinarily he reasons out why it is 
used, and there are enough hints in its make- 


up. to tell him that he is one of thousands 
who receive the same verbiage. Then he 
feels that he is dealing with a machine and 
not @ personality. 

There is one valuable use to which this 
type of letter can be put, and in this use 
only it is safe to mail it out ad libitum. In 


_ solicitation from a list of names it can be 


used to profitable advantage and will draw 
customers out of space at about a certain 
per cent to every hundred or thousand letters 
mailed. The test as to its power to interest 
usually will come in the response to the first 
hundred list, although indiscretion in the 
choice of the Hst sqmetimes makes the best 
letter seem like a failure. The man who has 
constant practice in creating letters of this 
type can tell at a glance just about what 
percentage of replies any letter shown him 
would bring if mailed to different classes of 
people. 
* * 
Study It Over Carefully. - 

Not one copy of the form letter should be 
mailed until it is rewritten and improved 
upon again and again. One days rewriting 
makes it look Hke a winner, but on the next 
morning the eye will detect some little parts 
which if allowed to remain in the body of 
the letter would lose a score of customers. 
The construction should be clear, so lucid that 
the reader will come to no hitches, not even 
a comma when it can be eliminated, and a 
short, meaty sentence started in place of the 
pause. A short sentence carries conviction 
in it and the long one a measure of hesita- 
tion. 

At the beginning of. the mail order era the 
type cleverly gotten up to represent the type 
written letter was a money maker. It was 
a magnifieent “ go" until the people became 
aware of its being an imposition, and then the 
troubles with which it could entangle a house 
or business“were apparent. At first the per- 
fect letter in every detail was run off the

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NCE upon a time—about five years ago— 

@ man left his apartments at the Audi- 
torium Annex and went south along Wa- 
bash avenue for a mile. He was a pros- 
perous man--and it has been said that he 
had apartments in the Annex. He was a 
Chicago business man, and he had a cul- 
tured taste for clothes, dinners, and other 
things of a like nature. , 

He is not the only man of such parts who has left 
the Annex and gone south along Wabash avenue, but 
&@ man who is original, He went for a purpose which 
dittered from the customary one. He wanted to see 
what the elums of Chicago were like. 

He saw. He saw More than he expected. He saw so 
much that he had to stop and think. The result was 
that his thinking led him to decide that he, prdsperous, 
well fed, well clothed, and well nourished, and with the 
peace of mind and body that comes from such condi- 
tions, owed something to the unfortunates of the slums, 
the people whe were neither well fed nor well clothed, 
and whose existence itself was a problematical matter. 

This is how J. W. Gossard, slum worker, philan- 
thropist, and force for good in the underworld df the 
city of Chicago, came into being. 

* ** 


One Day in Slums Each Week. 


Mr. J. W. Gossard, business man, good fellow, and 
man about town, had existed before. He still exists. 
But another Gossard was created through the visit of 
Gossard, the business man, to the slum district. This 
Gossard is the Gossard whom the slum people, men 
and women, know and trust and look up to for help 
to rise above the deplorable conditions that bind them. 
This is the “Thursday” Gossard. On Thursdays Gos- 
gard, the practical philanthropist, comes into existence 
to the total eclipse of Gossard the business man. On 
Thursdays Mr. Gossard’s headquarters are in a back 
room in the Wabash avenue church, the ragged edge 
ef the slum district, instead of in an office in the busi- 
ness district. 

Mr. Gossard’s explanation of how he came to take up 
slum work is short and succinct, 

“I decided that I owed something to the fellow who 
is down and out,” he says. “That's the-rhole story. 
i decided to pay what I owed. I decided that the best 
way to do this was to give my own time and efforts to 
the work. So I spend one day out of the seven trying 
to help the men and women who are down and out.” 

The way in which Gossard tries to help the down 
and outs is one different from that pursued by ihe 
average sium worker or philanthropist. He is a firm 
believer in the efficacy of religion as a saving force. 
but experience has taught him that the beginning of 
rescue work must be on a practical basis. 


* ¢ 
Believes in Food Before Religion. 

“ What they need is not tracts, prayers, or religion,” 
he says. “ Most of them need, first of all, a good, hard 
bath. Then food, clothes, and medical attendance follow 
in the order named, for a man without at least the two 
first named items is without self-respect, and without 
self-respect it is hard to convince a man that the climb 
to decency and gentiemanhood is a possible one. But 
it is possible. There is no depth to which a man or a 
woman can sink from which he or she cannot be 
brought back to a plane of respectability, Gome of the 
men who have climbed up with my help have been down 
as low as men can go. Now they are in positions 
where they can hold their heads up and look any man 
in the face without fear or shame. 

“But this has been accomplished along practica) 
lines. A'fter we have cleaned, clothed, and fed a man, 
and have put him in pretty fair shape physically, we 
get him to stop drinking, or drugging. This is hard to 
do sometimes, but it can be done’ Then we get him a 
job—put him in a way to take care of himself. , This 
is the best part of our work. There are employers 
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who always are willing to give a chance to this class 
of men, and we bring them and the fellow who's trying 
After that we watch and give 
them a steadying hand when they show any inclination 
to stray from the respectable path upon which we have 
put them. Few of them fall after they once are up; the 
big job is to get them there.” 


* * 
Conducts Unnoticed Battle with Woe. 


This is the Gossard system of reformation; bath, 
food, clothes, and job. All practical, all every day, and 
all efficient. 

The Higher Practical Education society is the name 
of his organization. Gossard is the organizer and fight- 
ing front of the society. Coupled with him are a lot 
of good men and women who with him comprise the 
force for good that is fighting a hard fight for reform in 
the levee district of the city. They have been fighting 
for five years now. Sometimes they break into print 
and the city hears of them. Oftener not, for their work 
is among the “submerged tenth,” and they concern 
themselves little with the rest. 

But the fight is going on, and will go on, and the 
slum folk know and benefit from its existence. 

Go into any lodging house in lower State street and 
ask any group of four if they ever heard of a man 
named Gossard. Unless all four are newcomers to the 
city, the answer will be “yes.” Go into the toughest 
salogn, the most vicious dive, and ask the same question, 
and the same results will be forthcoming. Ask if he 
“ever comes down here.” 

“Sure,” they will say, “he goes everywhere.” 

He does. When-those who need his help will not or 
cannot come to him for it, Gossard goes out after them. 
He knows where to look-for them, mor “he goes every- 
where.” At first, before he became known through the 
levee district, this was his only way of reaching people. 
Later he became known, and now he has an established 
“ elientéle,” as he calls it, which keeps him quite busy of 
itself. 

* * 
Medical Treatment: Great Necessity. 

Gossard “ opens shop” at business hours on eae Thurs- 
day morning. He comes to the back room of the Wa- 
bash avenue church, where he has his “office,” at the 
same time as he comes to his business office downtown. 
First of all he hangs out his sign:

After this is done Gossard has his hands full, for 
usually his people are waiting for him to get help in 
their troubles. First of all there is a medical clinic. 
There may be other things of which the levee district is 
more in need than medical treatment, but it would be 
hard fer the casual observer to imagine it. Poor bodies 
either bring people into the slums or they acquire them 
shortly after coming thither. A doctor is present and 
Goseard himself is trained in certain lines of practice. 
Ailments of every kind are treated free of charge—for 
there are every kind of ailments to be treated. 

A girl is the last of the lot. She comes forward shyly. 

“Hello, Laura,” says the superintendent. 

“Hello, Mr. Gossard,” is her timid reply. 

“ What's the matter—gofie back to the dope again?” 

“No—no, sir, I haven't. Really, Mr. Gossard, I 
haven't. But there's something wrong with m<. 1 feel 
so weak and queer in my top plece. Won't y ease 
give me something to make me feel better?’

“He’s been pretty good for a long 
time, bt he fell down the other day, He needs a little 
treatment.

“There are jots of dope users down here, of both 
sexes,” confides Gossard. “They are the hardest to 
reform; it is hard to help them to quit the dope.” 

But there are ways and means to reform even the 
“@oper.” <A few weeks ago, after working with one of 
his men for months, Gossard was informeil that the 
man had relapsed and again was using.cocaine. Gos- 
sard got.a roommate for the man. The roommate was 
an ex-prize fighter, but the dope victim didn’t know 
this. One night he surreptitiously began-to use his drug. 
He was considerably surprised and shocked when his 
roommate sprang up and struck him on his jaw. He 
was more shocked when the roommate began to welt 
him around the room and whip him in most approved 
fashion. He went to Gossard and complained. 

“You were whipped according to my orders,” was 
the reply he received. “You are going to be whipped 
eyery time you use dope again. Now you can do as you 
please; take your beatings, or do without dope.” 

It wasn't necessary to have the man whipped again. 
One dose cured him for good and for all. He has given 
up the drug and at present is employed in a printing 
shop at a fair salary.

Don't Be Afraid of ** Prude.”’ 

The trouble with girls is that they don't like to have 
men think they are prudish. She dreads above all things 
that “you are a regular old maid, you are,” with which 
many men answer the least rebuff she may give them. 


She is silly enough to take it all in and be pleased when 


the man of this type gets off his other stock phrase, 
which is, “ You’re just the sort of a girl I like—you're 
it.” To be called. a “good fellow” flatters her, while 
she is in dread of being called an “ old crank.” 

While she still is practically a little girl she over- 
rates all these things, and, in short, does not put the 
right value on anything. She thinks it of more im- 
portance than it really is whether everybody likes her 
or not. 

After all there is an underlying principle in her atti- 
tude, which is all right tn tiself. She is right to want 
to be popular, and shé has to be personally liked by her 
employers or they will not push her along. A girl with 
a “standoffish” way never is popular, and she has to 
know how to stand for a joke both from men and women. 

To be long faced, from any cause, doesn’t work well, 
and she often will have to smile when she feels least 
like it. If she goes around in a solemn way it gete on 
her employer’s nerves quickly. On the other hand, if 
she is pleasant it will push her along. 

It is because she can go on about her work being 
pleasant and have none of these little conversations 
coming up in which she will have fine points to settle 
that I recommend her being in a large office wntil she 
learns something. Her interpretation of what is said 
to her after all depends entirely upon the man. She has 
to be guided by what and where she is, and sometimes 
this takes quick judgment of human nature. That needs 
practice. 

The best way for the office girl ie not to talk much 
to the men around her, anyhow. She has her own work 
and her affairs to interest her, and there is no reason 
to be much interested in their talk. Another thing 
which I firmly believe is that a girl cannot afford to no- 
tice many things that aré said to her. They may be for 
the purpose of drawing her out. She misses many dan- 
gers if she is not looking for trowble. If she files up 
and becomes angry at a chance remark it may be that 
it was not intentionally offensive, and she will be

Self-Conscious Girl Invites Trouble. 

The girl who thinks nothing about herself really feels 
this way, and much passes over her and never touches 
her that-a more self-conscious girl might fan into the 
flame of unwelcome advance.

If 
she is conscious of herself and thinks of the Impression 
she is making she is a good subject for flattery. 

I’ve heard girls say of a new boss in the office:

Of course, this is an exceptional case and would not 
be tolerated in the best kind.of a place. In the business 
office of a high order there ts nothing feared #0 much 
as anything frivolous on the part of the young women 
in the office. Even a man who is kihd and sociable 
otherwise, the moment he thinks his stenographer is try- 
ing to flirt with him or his clerks is likely to tell her 
that she is not wanted. — 

lt is to the protection of the girl that this is so, and

This is a glimpse of the poorhouse 
record of Rhoda Derry—"“ old Rhody "— 
she of the “evil eye” and famed far and wide as the 
almshouse “sight” in those years of incarceration in 
Adams county, Llinois, before Dr. George A. Zeller of 
the asylum for the incurable insane at South Bartop- 
ville asked that “‘old Rhody” be sent there for a little 
of the humanizing influences which Dr. Zeller feels are 

sven the insane. 
gegen phase delivered the emaciated old body there one 
day in a clothes basket, climbed the steep hill with 
their burden, and, panting from the exertion, Jumped 
nor old body on a doorstep. 

ear years “old Rhody” basked in the light of 
gentle nursing, cleanliness, sheeted beds, wholesome 
foods. and those intangible influences which go toward 
that line of demarkation between the man and the brute 
creation, and then one night in those still watches when 
souls and bodies seem to part 80 silently easy in a 
breath. “old Rhody’s” clouded light went out—some- 


where!

Crib Is Preserved in Asylum Museum. 

They buried the cramped, broken body in a little 
hillside burying place, where the graves lie thick and 
thicker every Gay, with the little headstones marking 
them in monotonous, serried rows of gray tablets. But 
in the administration building of the great asylum at 
South Bartonville, cleaned, polished, dusted, and set to 
rights, is the great crib of solid pine in which for al- 
most half. a century “Old Rhody” Derry lay with her 
sightless eyes turned to the ceiling, a colossal monu- 
ment to the time when a great state in the greatest 
republic under the sun made lower than the brute that 
one tmage declared to be in the image of its Maker. 

Passing from one of the sunny cottages of the asy- 
lum, on whose doors there are no locks, through the 
high lawns looking out over the broad sweep of the IIlIi- 
nois river to the east, and then to pass into that cham- 
ber of horrors in which “old Rhody’s” crib is a central 
exhibit, the most casual visitor to this institution, where 
2.000 of the hopelessly insane of the state find home, 
must go away with a new conception of the possibili- 
ties of humane consideration of wrecked humanity. 

“Old Rhody’s” crib shows in the bottom where time 
and again mice and rats have gnawed up through the 
pine boards into the heap of straw which was her bed. 
Significant of her condition more than anything else is 
the huge zinc pan, the full width and length of the crib, 
which still rests under it in this horror collection. 
Scarcely less conspicuous, too, is the “ Utica crib” be- 
side it—a huger receptacle, with a heavy lid, designed 
for lowering and padlocking fast, after the fashion of 
a trunk. But at sides, ends, and top concessions have 
heen made in inserting smoothly turned railings, which 
allowed of the admission of light and air. 4

Steel Bars and Gratings Cast Aside. 

The “Utica crib’”—a standard in its day—patented, 
perhaps part of the equipment of the asyluan where the 
violently insane were confined—one with strait-jacket, 
the manacled hands and feet, the grated window, and 
the barred door— but here, where $6,000 worth of steel 
bars and gratings havé been thrown into piles of waste, 
merely a museum feature, representative of the dark 
ages in the treatment of lunacy of a few years ago! 

“If you have an inecurably insane person whom you 
can’t keep in with locks and bars, send the person here,” 
has been the invitation of Supt. George A. Zeller to 
superintendents of thé other state asylums in Illinois. 
And these asylums have sent them, and the patients 
still are there. 

“Painting Bertha’ Lebecke, for. example. Bertha 
has been thefé now a matter of months—longer than 
prison or asylitm bars ever before held her—and all elee 
favorable, Bértha will be there a year from today, 
stitching at linen “drawn work” in her precocious, 
childlike inability to appreciate her mental condition, 
yet conscious of the fact that some balking, impassi- 
ble, incofibrehensible influence is at work, robbing her 
of much of the incentive to escape while making a pos- 
sible attempt.to flee a suggestion not to be considered.

ARRY on $15 a week’? By all means. if 
the young fellow is decent and has his 
eye on a young woman who will be a 
wife gnd helpmeet to him. These are 
the conditions that weigh; the salary is 
nothing in the question. 
In the first place $15 a week is $60 
| a month. For $15 the young couple can 
rent a home, and for $30 a month they can live com- 
fortably—often more comfortably than the young man 
ever lived before. 

This will allow of $15 a month for saving. This 
is $180 a year at the least. Four or five years under 
these conditions will be enough for a capable young 
fellow to have enough saved up to go into some kind 
of business for himself. ; 

But the great things in favor of marriage at $15 
a week salary are beyond the measure of money. It 
is essential that young men marry for the good of 
our country. The unmarried young man as a rule is 
nothing and he isn't anywhere. He has no home. He 
has no tomorrow, even. If tomorrow comeés—well, he 
feels he'll be there if he doesn’t die in the night. He 
gets his $60 a month, but he doesn’t have anything 
left at the end of the period—he may even be in debt. 
Through all tlhe dreary month he has had no home. 

Not until the young man is married does he find 
himself. With marriage to a woman who will be his 
helpmeet, the road to tomorrow suddenly opens up 
ahead of him. He sees-that road over which he must 
travel, taking his wife along with him. He never 
has looked for it for himself—he begins tu look only 
when he feels that he must see what kind of road 
it is for his wife. Things become real to him sud- 
denly. He realizes that he must take advantage of 
his time. Time represents opportunity for labor, and 
labor means money, and money means the comforts 
of home and of his dear ones. 

For the first time in his life the young married 
man realizes his fond ambition to 
become something in the world. He 
has a wife who cheers him on to 
success. Every day means some- 
thing to him. Every tomorrow may 
mean more. Perhaps the wife may 
earn something. Cértainly she can 
save where he always has wasted. 

Many a man beginning at less than 
$15 a week has made place for him- 
self inthe history of his fellow men.

tience. 

Virtually there aré no men.attendants in this 
great asylum, where the other day the roster showed 
1.989 insane patients, declared incurable, living in the 
twenty-three cottages which crown the steep hill 
above South Bartonville, five miles from Peoria. In- 
cluding buildings for all purposes, there are twenty- 
six, solidly built of brick and stone, looking as little 
like the popular conception of the insane asylum as 
readily could be conceived.

Notable Characters in the Asylum. 

It is a revelation to the visitor at South Bartonville 
to pass through this institution with his preconceived 
ideas of what a lunatic asylum is, either through his 
fancy or his observations in @ther’ institutions.

more than half as much again. 

For Jem and Jemima such an income is ample; 
Yor Edwin and Angelina it ts humiliating, perhaps 
unendurable poverty. Edwin, unmarried, and much in 
request at social functions, well connected, well bred, 
and good looking, manages by dint of strict economy 
to keep his end up fairly well on $65 a month; but 
he never would dare ask Angelina, whom he adores, 
to share his slender stipend. 

As for Jemima, who never has had a maid, and 
who can “sew, Knit, cook, wash, sweep, and do all 
manner of work,” and who is accustomed to make 
the most of the few dollars which she has, she serves 
gladiy for love’s sake, and makes her Jem a true 
home in the tiny flat, or small suburban house they 
ean afford. She even saves money on her housekeep- 
ing allowance of $5 a week or less. As for Jem he 
is of the sort who cheerfully can accept “bread and 
cheese and kisses,” when emergency prescribes such 
fare. 

If two young people, with good health, simple 
tastes, and truly in love with one another, are willing 
to endure poverty for the sake of being together, 
they will find themselves “ passing rich” where other 
two less fitted for the struggle Will reap only regret 
and discontent. ' 

‘ Phere is but one way to manage upon a small in- 
come; rigidly to apportion income to expenses, leav- 
ing a margin which is not to be touched save in case 
of dire necessity; and never to run in debt. Micaw- 
ber’s famous formula: “Income 20 pounds, expendi- 
ture 19 shillings, result happiness; ~ = 
income 20 pounds, expenditure 20 E> a 
pounds 1 shilling, result misery,” 

ought to be framed and presented 

to every couple who marry upon a 
. small income. The two who ven- 

ture to marry on $15 a week must 

be prepared to dispense with most 

of the luxuries of ordinary life. 

If they put thelr bands to the & 

plow there must be no looking 

back.

One day one of the 
men wondered if “Jim” could find a fire from his 
knowledge of telegraphy, and it was decided to test 
him the next time an alarm came in. 

That same day a call was sent for engines from the 
box at Lake and Clark streets, and as “Jim” was seen 
to listen closely when the .umbers were struck off on 
the bell attached-.to one of the instruments, it was re- 
solyed to give him a chance to find the fire without 
aid. After he was hitched te the insurance patrol cart 
the driver climbed to the seat and allowed the lines to 
hang loosely ever the horse's back. Sure enough, 
“Jim” ran directly to the fire, and as the driver did 
not aid him a single time on the trip, the boys were 
convinced that he understood telegraphy and that he 
knew where the fire was the instant it struck in over 
the instruments. After that “Jim” was put to sey- 
eral telegraphic tests, and not once did he make a 
mistake. 

The members of the fire ingurance patrol are firm 
in the belief that ‘ Jim” is the only horse in the world 
with a knowledge of telegraphy, and they are willing 
to back him against any and all comers.

“Spot” has one bad habit. He dearly loves chew- 
ing tobacco, and it keeps the men of 78 broke half of 
the time to supply him. If they do not let him have 
tobacco he always is In @ bad mood, and once he tried 
to run away after he had been refused a chew. Be- 
fore he will do any of his tricks it is necessary to give 
him a chew of ‘his favorite plug.

the lacal option movement is being assidueusly pushed 
to the front. Never again, he says, will he delight to 
see hig name in gilt letters over a drink dispensary, 


never again will he don the white vest and apron and’ 


shake the seductive fizz and cocktail, and “jolly” the 
patronising politicians, fill the can and the schooner, 
judiciously turn down the chronic “stand offers.” shove 
gut the “policeman’s bottle” when the thirsty officer 
comes in, and repulse undesirables by dint of the seitger 
bottle or the bungstarter.

First Saloon in ’82 at Harrison and Desplaines. 


It was in 1882 that Mr. Healy started his first sa- 
loon, which was at Harrison and Desplaines streets, and 
had a bowling alley annex. He did a good business and 
was enabled to open a second saloon at the corner of 
Harrison street and Blue Island avenue, and still a 
third at 21 Blue Island avenue, so that he had three 
going all at once, in full blast and flourishing. 

By and by he sold out all three of them en favor- 
able terms and opened a bar at the memorable Garfield 
racetrack. The firm formed in connection with the 
track was that of Healy, Brockaway & Winters, who 
sublet from Cougar, en Lambert Tree's property, south- 
east corner of Madigon street and Fortieth avenue, 
which still is, after the lapse of many years, almost as 
bare and vacant as when yelling thousands daily dur- 
ing the season saw.the winning color flash past the 
post. “Ed” Corrigan, who was interested, wanted 4 
bond for the lease of the ground, and the bond was 
signed for the Healy firm by Con Sullivan of River- 
side. 
After closing his bar at the track Con Healy opened 
a saloon at Sebor and Halsted streets. From there he 
moved to Waldo place, opposite the Desplaines street 
police station, taking the “joint” previously occupied 
by John Brennan, now alderman of the Eighteenta 
ward, a place noted in its day for the fixing of bail 
ponds and manipulation of other matters connected 
with the grimy old police and justice courts. Under 
the Healy régime the Waldo place establishment was 
eelebrated for its epicurean lunches of pigs’ hocks,

which were the special pride of Charlie Duffy, the bar- 
tender, and Capt. Dalton, a regular customer. 3 
x ** 
Made a Business of Opening Bars. 

From the Waldo place Con moved to another piace, 
thence to another, thence to some more, He be : 
almost a peripatetic dispenser of liquids. At 4¢@ Fifth 
avenue, between Lake and Randolph streets, hig genial 
face long beamed over the bar. It was next seen at 
564 West Fulton street, where he sold out his inter- 
est prior to moving to 302 West Lake street; sold out 
there and moved to 3604 South Halsted street; sold out 
and moved to 165 Ogden avenue; sold out and went 
te 380 Western avenue; then started a saloon under 
Fitzgibbon’s hall, at Albany and Twelfth street, now 
occupied by P. J. Maloney. He also. established places 
at 606 North Clark street, 206 Michigan street, 1305 
Madison street, and sundry 
other places. He seemed 
ubiquitous, his disappear- 
ance from one quarter of 
the city being fast followed 
by his reappearance, in his 
accustomed role, in an- 
other. Usually he had 
two or three places run- 
ning together. He made 
the name of Healy as fa- 
millar on saloon sign- 
boards as it proverbially ts 
on political tickets at elec- 
tion time. 

Mr. Healy's last sa- 
loon Was at 1928 Fortieth 
avenue, where he sold out 
some time ago to Otto Mc- 
Shane, whose bartender, 
Pat Shields, is the proud 
possessor of a trained pig 
and a trained goat, which, 
when he plays the violin, 
execute some weird and 
fantastic movements that 
he termsa dance. Retain- 
ing @ certain affection for

FORCE MEAT BALLES.—Take any kind of 


meat or chicken or both (that used for mek-. 


ing soup will answer); chop it fine, season 
with salt, a little chopped parsley, and thyme 
or a little parsley and fried onion, and a little 
lemon juice. Break ina raw egg and sprinkle 
over some flour: roll them in balls the size of 
@ pigeon’s egg. Fry or sauté them ina little 
butter, or they may be cooked in @ little 
boiling water, or they may be egged and 
breadcrumbed and fried in boiling lard. 

ROAST BEEF PATTIES.—When you have 
cold roast beef left over, just put in chopping 
tray, with gravy and one slice of stale bread, 
chopped fine; grate a little nutmeg, @ pinch of 
galt. a shake of pepper; add one beaten egg. 
Make into small patty cakes, dip in flour, and 
fry to a light brown; garnish with parsley, 
and serve. 

STUFFED BEEFSTEAK.—Trim nicely 
and remove the bone of a good sized, tender 
round steak. Spread it with a dressing of 
stale bread crumbs soaked in cold water and 
equeezed dry, one beaten egg, sage, butter, 
chopped onion, salt and pepper; roll up and 
tie with a string. Bake for three-quarters of 

an hour; basting often. 

DELICIOUS BREAKFAST DISH.—Boll a 
large soup bone of beef until the meat ts ten- 

*der. then remove the meat from the bone 

and chop fine, season with pepper and calt, 
being careful to discard gristle end smell 
bits of bone. A Gash of cayenne and a sus- 
picion of onicns if liked. Return the chopped 
meat to the soup in which it was boiled. 
Then, when the soup boils agein, thicken 
with corn meal to the consistency of mush. 
Pour out into a long. deep pan and put away 
to cool. In the morning turn out the solid 
cake om to a platter, cut in slices, and fry in 
butter a light brown. Serve hot. Can be 
gaten plain or with jelly. This is fine for 
those who “don’t know what to have for 
breakfast.” 

SPICED LAMB.—Get about five pounds 
lamb flank; wash and drain well, lay flat on 
table or board, sprinkle with salt, pepper. 
and ground cloves; roll tight and tie well 
with twine. Boil about halfan hour, put in 
dish, and set to cool. When cold you can 
slice better. This will be found tasty as well 
as inexpensive, as you can buy lamb flanks 


for 5 or 6 cents a pound. 


* * 


Plam Fadding Croqaettes. 


The plum pudding croquettes will need a 
pint of milk heated in a double boiler. When 
steaming hot add sufficient soft, stale bread 
crumbs to absorb the milk—it will takeabout 
a cupful. Cover and cook for ten minutes, 
then add one egg beaten with two table- 
spoons of sugar, one quarter of a teaspoonful 
of salt, a dash of nutmeg, one-eighth of a 
teaspoon each of cloves andcinnamon. Stir 
until the egg is slightly: cooked, then add one 
cupful of chopped fruit—citron, raisins, and 
currants, with, if Ifked, some dates, figs, or 
prunes. Put aside until cold, then shape 
into small croquettes. Dip into slightly 
beaten egg androll lightly in-fine, dry crumbs 
—stale sponge cake may be used, ifon hand— 
and fry in smoking hot fat. Either a hard 


or soft sayce may be used.

Delaware Hot Breads. 


DELAWARE BISCUIT.—One cupful lard, 
ten cupfuls of flour, one and one-quarter cup- 
fuls of water, one teaspoonful of salt. Rub 
lard, sifted flour, and salt together, and then 
sift again, add the water and turn out on 
a board. Pound one thousand and one times, 
or, until it “‘ cracks,’’ when a small piece is 
pulled off; double the dough over every few 
minutes. but do not use anv more flour. 
Break off small pieces of dough as large as 
a small egg, and knead in the-hand into a 
round ball. Prick each three times on top 
with a three tined fork and bake in a quick 
oven about twenty minutes. They should be 
alight brown on top. 

RICE WAFFLES.—To two cupfuls of boiled 
rice add the yolks of three eggs and a quart 
of milk and enough flour to make a thin bat- 
ter. Stir in the baking powder and beaten 
whites just before baking, and bake slowly. 
Sour milk with soda may be tried instead of 
sweet, and made with buttermilk they are 
** dreams of delight.” 

RUSK FOR TEA.—One cup of lard anda 
little more of sugar, two eggs, one pint of 
warm. milk,.nutmeg, one cup of yeast, flour 
to make a dough. Mix well and let rise. 
When making these out after they have 
risen, use a round pan and make the first 
row around the outside the largest, each suc- 
ceeding row smaller, ending with one big 
rusk in the center. 

CORN PONE.—One cup of cornmeal, one 
cup of flour, one cup of sour milk, with a 
little soda, two tablespoonfuls of sugar, two 
tablespoonfuls of butter, one tablespoonful 
of baking powder. Use the fine meal, not 
the granulated. Put sugar, flour, meal, and

BWEET POTATO ROLLS.—Boll two 
pounds of potatoes.

CURRIED CELERY.—Two cupfuls of 
cooked celery cut into half.inch pieces, one 
cupful stock, two tablespoonfuls of flour, one 
tablespoon butter, one tablespoon lemon 
juice, one dessertspoonful of curry. powder, 
one teaspoon chopped onion. Cook the onion 
in the butter until slightly colored, add the 
flour, and stir until it browne. Then mix in 
the curry powder.

CHICKEN IN RICE CUPS.—This is a de- 
licious breakfast or luncheon disa and also is 
an economical way of using small quanti- 
ties of-ieftovers. To prepare it line small 
buttered cups with soft boiled rice a half inch 
in thickness. Fill the center with cooked 
chicken, finely. mineed, delicately seasoned 
and slightly mace moist with cream sauce or 
chicken broth: A few chopped oysters added 
to the caicken improve the flavor. Onion 
juice and minced celery may be added if de- 
sired. Cover the top with a layer of the rice 
and bake in a moderate oven for fifteen 
minutes... Then invert the cups carefully on 
a heated platter and serve at once with any 

referred sauce.

Thursday evening in Music hall the E. Cc. 
Towne Madrigal club gave its second concert. 
The ambitious Mttle organization is pushing 
steadily forward to greater efficiency, and 
much of the work done on Thursday merited 
commendation and recognition as of musical 
and artistic worth. The vocal quality is 
good, the voices blending well, and being 
gemerally pure, clear, and true. Greater 
technical proficiency needs to be acquired, 
for the tasks the club sets itself are far from 
easy. Being dificult, however, they are 
worth the striving for and the doing well. 
With moreiof practice will come also in- 
creased freedom and elasticity in phrasing 
and shading. The work at present is often- 
times stiff and angular. The beginning has 
been made intelligently and well and the 
climbing to higher artistic levels should not 
be abandoned. 

The soloiat of the evening was Allen Spen- 
cer, who, in two groups, gave excellent proof 
of his abilities, both as musician and pianist. 
He has made a clear, reliable technica! facil- 
ity his own, has mastered many of the secrets 
of tone beauty, and plays with musica) taste 
and intelligent understanding of artistic val- 
ues.

Every now and again the inquiry is heard 
as to when the Thomas Orchestra will give 
its patrons the ‘‘ Symphonia Domestica "’ of 
Richard Strauss. The fact that it cannct be 
presented here by the organization without 
an outlay of close upon $400 is undoubtedly 
responsible for the delay in presenting the 
work. The trustees doubt the performance 
being worth any such sum—the sum is de- 
manded by the association which Mr. Strauss 
has formed in Germany for the protection of 
hie own compositions, and incidentaHy those 
of the other fellows who happen to have been 
brought into its ranks. Their doubts are be- 
lieved to be well founded, and reports from 
Ney York, where the composition recently 
was given by the Boston Symphony Orches- 
tra under Dr. Muck, but tend to confirm this 
belief. 

Here is the way in which Mr. Krehbiel of 
the New York Tribune comments on the re- 
cent performance: 

“The precious boon of a second hearing of 
Richard Strauss’ ‘Symphonia Domestica ’ 
was vouchsafed to New York by Dr. Muck 
and the Boston Symphony orchestra last 
Saturday afternoon. In the vicinage of Bos- 
ton, it is said, it was felt. that. a.selemn obli- 
gation to art demanded the pérformance of 
this masterwork, sinee the olfactories of 
New York had been found too delicate for 
the. odors of ‘Salome.’ Why that obliga- 
tion should have extended to New York is 
not clear: Monsieur, madame et bébé had 
their day in court here some three yéars ago 
under circumstances that looked impressive 
to the outer world, for then it was that the 
composer himself mrst presented his mar- 
velous offspring. It had long been heralded 
in the most approved style commanded by 
the modern musical mountebank, but it made 
so little impression that the backers of the 
Strauss festival, of which it was the chief 
illumination, after announcing a repetition 
of the work, beat an inglorious retreat on 
learning that the thrifty composer, having 
taken their money, had sold himself to a 
department store which dealt in pianofortes 
ef another brand. Memory fails to recall 
that the musical public of New York wept 
because of the deprivation. 

* Boston might have heard the composition 
then had Dr. Strauss not estimated his serv- 
ices as conductor of a concert for the benefit 
of the erchestra’s pension fund at a figure 
which threatened, if added to the royalty de- 
manded for the privilege of performing the 
work, to swallow up all the receipts. The 
world has been officially told that Dr. Muck 
declines to give his approval to the latter- 
day compositions of his colleague at the 
Royal opera house in Berlin. This fact, 
taken in connection with those already re- 
hearsed, might well leave the popular mind 
in a state of bewilderment touching the rea- 
son for placing the symphony on a New York 
program. Of course, it is not to be thought 
for a moment that it was mercenary. The 
Boston orchestra enjoys such a measure of 
favor in New York that it needs no appeal 
to sensationalism to increase it. Besides, 
there were tangible evidences in the box of- 
fice of the Metropolitan opera house and Car- 
negie hall that New York has had enough 
of both ‘Salome’ and the ‘Symphonia Do- 
mestica.’’ 

** One purpose the concert of last Saturday 
could serve, and that it did; it emphasized 
again the superb virtuoroship of Dr. Muck 
and his men. The performance of the sym- 
phony was a splendid technical feat, and be- 
cause it was that it brought to convincing 
notice the hollowness and impotency of 
the music. Compared with the original per- 
formance under the baton of the composer, 
it was like that of ‘ Don Quixote’ under Mr. 
Gericke by the same organization and the 
‘festival’ performance which followed on 
its heels by Mr. Wetzler’s orchestra, con- 
ducted by Dr. Strauss. 

“On the one hand, beautiful finish, won- 
derful clarity, and an effort to produce as 
much euphony as possible; the other, little 
else than crudeness and crassness of effects. 
The double figures at the end of the sym- 
phony, which the composer told his friends 
here was designed to depict a controversy 
between papa and mamma concerning baby’s 
bath, sounded like a cosmic cataclysm under 
Strauss, but was gentle and almost agree- 
able under Muck.” 


Many Stage Stars 
Not Drama’s Sons. 


Many of our best players have no theatrical 
traditions im their families. They have 
gone upon the stage as into a strange and 
undiscovered country and they have been 
the pioneers for their families on the stage. 
Lily Langtry, for instance, was far re- 
moved from the stage in her youth. Her 
father was a curate, and the beautiful girl 
was brought up in the strictest surroundings. 
Mary Anderson's people were opposed to the 
stage at first. Richard Mansfield’s mother 
was a famous musician, but his father had 
nothing to do with the stage. Kyrie Bellew 
was intended for the navy. Margaret Anglin 
was sent to a convent in Canada with no idea 
that she would ever develop into an actress. 

Edna May, the daughter of a letter carrier 
in Syracuse, N. Y., had no promptings toward 
the stage till she went to New York to earn 
her own Itving. Then she went into the 
chorus at the Casino, married Fred Titus, 
the bicyele rider, who was also in the chorus, 
and then began to walk upward to money 
and fame.

New York.—[Special Correspondence. }— 
Exactly what did George H. Broadhurst in- 
tend to signify when he named his new 


play *‘The Mills of the Gods ""? Von Logau . 


wrote: “The mills of God grind slowly, yet 
they grind exceeding fine.”” Broadhurst would 
seem to have reached further back for an 
axiomatic quotation, and, to avoid making 
free with the name of the Deity asoribed the 
fine grinding “mills” to “the gods” of 
heathen mythology. There are other hairs 
to split; and as “ The Mills of the Godse " is 
the only new play in all the length of Broad- 
way theaters this week, why not make each 
hair bristle with controversial quibble and 
disputation? The text books of slang maxe 
note of *‘ the gods "’ as designating boys who 
sit In the top galleries of theaters; they also 
define one of the meanings of the word 
‘mill’ ag a fight with fists. Now, then—— 
The stirringest of the passages in ‘“‘ The 
Mills of the Gods” Is the one in which the 
hero and the villain have a “ mill,” such ag 
would enthuse the “ gods” of a gallery, 
and the villdin is “ ground exceeding fine.” 
Now, there you are. All Ih is that, when 
the scrapbooks of 1907 have gone Drown and 
musty, and the name of Broadburst is asso- 
ciated with that of Shakspeare in dramatic 
fame, this letter of mine may be, found 
pasted in among the annals of the American 
theater and that I may be quoted as a re- 
corder of the facts from personal observa- 
tion. ° ; 
Seriously enough and quite considerately, 
Mr. Broadhurst has written for Broadway 
a play with such a fist fight for its crucial 
scene as ordinarily would be expected to 
find soulful appreciation in the Bowery only, 
His first writing of the play was tried in 
Chicago under the title of “ The Coward.” 
I don’t know how much, or in what manner, 
the “ mill” figured In the scheme of * The 
Coward,” but in “The Mills of the Gode” 
it is the solution of the play’s problem, the 
acme of its interest, the sum and substance 
of its dramatic value. 
> 
First as to the physical collision. Robert 
Drouet is the hero and Edgar Selwyn is the 
villain. Yes, the handsomely honest Edgar, 
who was a wooer with Spanish-American 
ardor in the original performances of “ Ari- 
zona” with Eleanor Robson, and later the 
loving and lovely brother to Maude Adams 
in ‘‘ The Pretty Sister of José,” here.is as- 
signed to an impersonation of scoundrelism. 
Having accepted the bad ent, how~ 
ever, he conscientiously earns presuma- 
bly large salary.. Drouet locks all the four 
doors of a room to leave himself in seclusion 
with Selwyn. This ‘is, in the penultimate 
third act. The Broadway audience realizes 
that it is going to see a Bowery kind of com- 
motion. The outlook for Selwyn is gloomy. 
He is outclassed in weight by Drouet. If 
there were any betting it would be at a hun- 
dred to one on Drouet—until Selwyn is seen 
to pull a knife out of his sleeve; and then 
for a brief spell the odds might be even; but 
Selwyn’s jabs with the blade are met by 
Drouet’s with a bare fist; so villainy with a 
sticker gets knocked out by virtue with a 
puncher, and then a Broadway audience—it 
was so on the first night, an 
Bowery mad with all the noise it can make 
with hands, feet, and mouths. i 
Nevertheless, “‘The Mills of the Gods 
is pot a materialstic melodrama, but a play 
of ethical purpose intellectually wrought 
by an adept author. The point of it is that 
a man may be cowardly in the face of danger 
until his latent courage is incited by some

Uppish drama is uncommonly abundant 
isk York now, what with Manefield, Soth- 
ern, and Marlowe running through their 
mostly. classical répertoires, and Ben Greet 
presenting ‘‘Shakepeare as written.” Yet 
in all this plenty of approved matter there is 
none to describe as new. Ben Greet is giving 
“The Merchant of Venice “this week full 
length, instead of stopping it at the exit of 
Shylock in the trial scene, as Booth and other 
star actors used to, because they thought the 
asn’t worth while after they were out 
of it. Henry Irving staged the comedy whol- 
ly, because he had Ellen Terry for a Portia 
to sustain the interest In the absence of the 
Jew: and he beautified the action in her gar- 
den with all his skill in the use of modern 
stage resources. So did Lawrence Barrett 
when he was making a rapid fortune with 
Edwin Booth, casting himself for Bassanio, 
with the beautiful Kinna K. Gale for Portia. 
Do you recall Mise Gale? Barrett advanced 
her directly from Brooklyn amateurism into 
conspicuous professionalism, and her retire- 
ment was as abrupt as her disclosure had 
been, for she married into life insurance 
wealth, and as Mrs. Haines I see her often in 
audiences on opening nights. Richard Mans 
field and Edward H. Sothern followed the lead 
of Irving and Barrett by presenting the 
whole of ‘‘ The Merchant of Venice.”’ 

Ben Greet does that, and goes further 
by adhering closer to the text. But he 
is a bit tricky. He chooses * Julus 
Cresar,”’ “‘ Macbeth,” and “As You Like 
It,” besides “ The Merchant of Venice,” 
to present ‘‘as Shakspeare wrote them,” 
but he doesn’t risk “‘ Richard IIt.”” with- 
out ‘the Colly Cibber interpolations, nor 
any one of the Falstaff or King Henry plays, 
nor even “ Hamlet’’ exactly and entire, 
Moreover, Greet’s imitation of the sceneless 
Elizabethan method of performance, in which 
the stage was little more than a bare plat- 
form, does not at présent go much more than 
half way to accuracy, because he is using @ 
modern stage in a modern theater, and the 
Elizabethan paucity of pictures is not nearly 
realized. Still, the Greet exhibitions are in- 
teresting to students, amusing to others, and 
satisfying, in a negative way, to all who wish 
to compare old time mediocrity with new time 
genius in Shakspeare illuetration. That ex- 
presses most folks’ view that dramatic art as 
it is transcends dramatic art as it was. But 
Mr. Greet has the right to Gisagree.
